ANNOUNCEMENT. 


It is announced by the Colonial Office that at the request of the Secretary of State for the 
Colonies, after consultation with the Governors concerned, Lord Hailey will shortly pay a visit to 
a number of British Dependencies in West, East and Central Africa to undertake an informal 
study of certain aspects of Native Administration in pursuance of the work which he has already 
done on this subject during his earlier visit in connection with the preparation of “An African 
Survey”. It is expected that Lord Hailey’s enquiries, which will start in the West African 
Territories, will take about six months. His attention will, in main, be directed to the comparative 
study of forms of Native Administration, its technical working and future development. 


At the end of his tour Lord Hailey will spend a short time in Southern Rhodesia and the 
Government of that Colony have offered to facilitate an unofficial study, for the purpose of 
comparison, of the principle and method followed in their native administration. Such acomparison 
will be of value when further consideration is being given to the question of native policy in the 
Rhodesias and Nyasaland to which attention has been directed in the recent report of the 
Rhodesia-Nyasaland Royal Commission.

EMOLUMENTS OF RETIRED ARMY OFFICERS TAKEN INTO EMPLOYMENT 
WITH DOMINION AND COLONIAL FORCES DURING THE PRESENT 
EMERGENCY. 


HE following decisions made by the Army Council regarding the emoluments of retired Army 
Officers taken into employment with the Dominion and Colonial forces during the present 
emergency are published for general information :— 


Officers retired from the Imperial forces who were awarded retired pay by the War Office and 
re-employed with forces of Colonial Dependencies during and on account of the present emergency 
will cease to receive service retired pay from the effective date of such employment but will be 
eligible to receive an addition to colonial pay of 25% based on British Army rates of pay. Officers 
who have commuted any portion of their retired pay will suffer a deduction from their pay of an 
amount equivalent to the amount of retired pay commuted. Retired officers in receipt of disability 
retired pay from Ministry of Pensions will continue to draw this retired pay but will be eligible 
only for so much of 25% addition as exceeds service element of their retired pay. Non-regular 
officers in receipt of disability retired pay will continue to draw their retired pay but will not be 
eligible for addition to their pay. The addition to pay will be met from Imperial funds and 
onus of claiming addition will rest with individual officers.

ARRANGEMENTS FOR THE FORWARDING OF PRIVATE CORRESPONDENCE FROM 
NYASALAND TO PERSONS IN AN ENEMY OR ENEMY-OCCUPIED TERRITORY. 


fg is hereby notified for general information that the following arrangements for the forwarding 

from Nyasaland of private correspondence addressed to persons in an enemy or enemy-occupied 
territory, which have been concluded on an Empire basis with Messrs. Thomas Cook & Son, Ltd., 
by His Majesty’s Government in the United Kingdom, will be substituted for the local arrangements 
previously introduced by this Government as notified in General Notice No. 254 of the 23rd of 
September, 1939. 


2. The procedure which will be adopted is briefly as follows. Anyone in Nyasaland wishing 
to write to a person in an enemy or enemy-occupied territory will forward the letter in an envelope 
addressed to the Censor, Blantyre. The Censor, Blantyre, will then arrange for the transmission 
of the letter to the Head Office of Messrs. Thomas Cook & Son, Ltd., in London who will pass it 
on to Messrs. Cook’s branch in Amsterdam where it will be posted to Germany. Any reply received 
from Germany will be addressed to a Post Box in Amsterdam and will be sent to Messrs. Cook’s 
Head Office in London and after it has been censored, will be forwarded by Messrs. Cook to the 
addressce. 


3. The directions undermentioned should be carefully observed by any person wishing to 
communicate in accordance with this procedure with a friend in an enemy country or a country in 
the occupation of the enemy. 


(1) The letter should be written in English or German without any indication as to the 
address of the sender and should contain nothing but matter of personal interest. No enclosure 
of the following nature is permitted—any printed matter, map, plan, drawing, print, photograph or 
other descriptive or pictorial representation, or postage or revenue stamp. No reference should be 
made to any phase of the war. No mention may be made in the letter of any office of Messrs. 
Thomas Cook & Son, Ltd., at home or abroad. 


(2) The letter should be as brief as possible in order to avoid delay in censoring. 


(3) The letter should be placed in an open envelope fully addressed to the addressee and should 
not be stamped. 


(4) The letter, open and fully addressed, as stated under (3) above, should be placed in an 
outer envelope and sent to the Censor, Blantyre, together with a memorandum plainly written, 
containing in block characters the name and full address of the sender and an open envelope 
addressed to the sender and unstamped which will be retained by Messrs. Cook for the forwarding 
of a reply if one should be received from the correspondent. The correspondent in Germany should 
be informed, if he wishes to send a reply, that the reply should be addressed to the sender c/o P.O. 
Box No. 601, Amsterdam. 


(5) The communication to the Censor, Blantyre, should enclose a Postal Order to the value 
of 2/2d. (stamps cannot be accepted), crossed and made payable to the Nyasaland Government. 
In a special case it may be possible to arrange for a letter to be sent as far as London by Air Mail 
on payment of a special fee. The fee of 22d. will cover :— 


(i) Postage by surface mail of one letter through London and Amsterdam to the enemy or 
enemy-occupied territory, and 

(ii) In case a reply is sent from the correspondent in the enemy or enemy-occupied country 
postage from Amsterdam through London back to Nyasaland. 


Any letter exceeding one ounce in weight will be subject to an additional charge. 


(6) The Censor, Blantyre, and Messrs. Thomas Cook & Son, Ltd., undertake the transaction 
at the sole risk of the party requiring their services and on the express understanding that no 
action will lie against them by reason of any act or default on their part or on the part of any 
person or agent employed by them. 


(7) Money eannot be sent to Germany in a letter covered by these arrangements. 


(8) Communications for Prisoners of War (ie, British and Allied Naval Military and Air 
Force Prisoners and Civilian Internecs) cannot be sent under these arrangements.

An auction sale will be held at the Queen Victoria Memorial Hall, Blantyre, commencing at 
10 a.m. Tuesday 11th June, 1940. 


At that sale there will be put up to auction separately all the seed cotton that will be brought 
to each individual Gazetted market or in certain cases to an individual Gazetted market and a 
subsidiary market to be sold with it. 


; Bidding will be by 82nds of # penny per lb. of seed cotton of 1st grade. The highest bidder 
will be entitled and required to receive all cotton brought during the season to the market he has 
bought. 

Bidding will be bascd on the value of American Middling January futures at the close of 
business at Friday noon on June 7th. This value will be announced at the auction. 


Government will thereafter be informed weekly of the value of January futures at noon each 
Friday by cable. Should the price of January futures on any Friday exceed the price on the 7th 
June by 12 points the buyer will be required to pay 32d. more per Ib. than the price bid at the 
auction for each rise of 12 points. Similarly should the price fall by 12 points the price to be paid 
will be reduced by s's of a penny for cach 12 points below the price on June 7th. 


In the event of arise or fall of 12 points or more the Director of Agriculture will inform 
buyers and merkets by telegram and the new price will come into force on the following Monday. 


Cotton will be purchased in three grades. 


Ist Grade, which shall be unstained cotton free from foreign matter in excess of 5% by 
weight. 


2nd Grade, which may be slightly stained but shall be free from foreign matter in excess of 5%. 
3rd Grade, which shall be any other merchantable cotton. 


Standard grade samples will be produced at the auction for inspection and the purchaser of 
a market will be required to purchase 2nd and 8rd grade cotton offered at that -market at a price 
not lower than 4 the price of 1st grade for 2nd grade and } the price of 1st grade for 8rd grade. 


There will be no obligation on the part of the purchaser of a market to buy any mixed grades 
offered. 


The date and periods of opening markets will be fixed by Government subsequent to the 
auction but the convenience of buyers will be considered and propossls discussed with them 
immediately after the auction.

HE following telegram from the Secretary of State for the Colonies to His Excellency the 
Governor is published for general information :— 


“1. The deepening gravity of the situation with which the whole Empire is faced to-day calls 
for greatest possible effort from all its people. The response made so far by Colonial Empire to 
war leaves no doubt in mind of H. M. Government that co-operation and help from every part will 
be readily forthcoming in common task which still lies ahead. The anxiety of those overseas at 
present is in fact to know how they can most effectively make the contribution. 


2. I will try to show in this telegram the general direction in which the Colonial effort can 
now be best applied. In doing so I realise that general remarks made in a brief space cannot apply 
with equal force to individual territories. 


8. _ My predecessor in a communication to Colonial Governments dated September 15th, 1939, 
suggested the general line of policy to be pursued in conditions then obtaining. He expressed the 
hope that subject to certain over-riding considerations existing activities of various Governments 
would be continued; and he emphasized his anxiety to sce social services and development of 
activities disturbed as little as possible and to avoid retrencliment of personnel. 


4. The development of the German Blitzkriey has now transformed perspective in which 
these matters must be regarded. The former policy must be reviewed in the light of the new 
situation. We must now envisage a supreme effort in the next few months ; and we must therefore 
concentrate more exclusively than hitherto on whatever will contribute to our effective war 
strength in the immediate future. 


5. In the economic sphere the general aim of policy should be to bring the maximum positive 
contribution of colonies to immediate war effort. in the way of supplies ; and to reduce to a minimum 
their demands on resources in men, matcrials and money which are or might be made available to 
this country either at home or overseas. 


In particular :—(a) Colonies which produce raw materials of importance to war effort, including 
of course those for “hard” currenoies should aim at maintenance of production at whatever level 
may be indicated from time to time as being that necessitated by allied requirements. It will be 
appreciated that owing to ever changing circumstances optimum level of production of individual 
commodities for war purposes may alter rapidly. (b) Most Colonies can give substantial assistance 
by refraining from making demands for non-essential imports of every kind from sterling or 
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non-sterling sources but especially of imports involving use of iron and steel unless they are 
required for production in immediate future of material of essential war-time value to this country. 
(c) The maximum development of production of foodstufts to meet local demands for consumption 
should continue to be vigorously pursued. (@) It may no longer be possible for markets or shipping 
to be provided to the same extent as formerly for Colonial commodities which are not of first 
degree of importance to the United Kingdom. 


6. Colonies can help from military as well as economic standpoint by reducing as far as 
possible any diversion direct or indirect of man-power from war effort in this country. As far as 
Government personnel is concerned, this end has in many Colonics been served by release of 
civilian oflicers for local military duties which would otherwise have to be performed by officers 
sent from this country. The resulting deficiencies of staff can in some degree be counteracted, as 
in this country, by curtailment of leave and longer hours of work. I hope to send you at an early 
date a further telegram regarding personnel and man-power. 


7. These changes in directions of our effort must inevitably affect proposals for Colonial 
development and welfare contained in statement of policy issued by His Maje: s Government 
last February (Cid. 6175). Uhe Colonial Development Bill has alre received its second 
reading in the House of Commons. But it is clear that in the present circumstances it will not 
be possible to make any substantial progress under the new policy. It must be assumed that 
assistance would for the present be given only for urgent purposes and for schemes which can be 
carried out from local resources of personnel and material. Many Colonial Governments will not 
at present be in a position to prepare development programme: though [am anxious where this 
can be done without detriment to war effort the preparations of plans for the future should be 
continued. 


8. It is inevitable that new conditions must entail not only postponement of progress but 
some curtailment of existing social and other services. But [ should greatly deplore it if war 
were made the occasi r closing down services which can consistentiy with above principle be 
kept in being. Every effort should therefore be made to maintain them, provided that they do 
not detract from maximum war effort. 


9. In Colonies where the only reason for curtailing these services would be difficulty in 
providing money I trust that possibilities of imposing or increasing direct taxation, as in this 
country, upon those best able to bear it will be examined. In many Colonies responses to need for 
new war taxation has been most public-spirited: and 1 have no doubt that the same spirit will be 
shown in assuming other burdens which present grave situation may entail.”

THE UNITED KINGDOM NATIONAL SERVICE (ARMED FORCES) ACT, 19389. 


T is notified for general information that under the provisions of the National Service (Armed 
Forces) Act, 1989, men who are within Great Britain when their age groups are proclaimed or 
who, belonging to one of the proclaimed age groups, subsequently enter Great Britain, are liable to 
be called up unless specifically exempted by the provisions of the Act. It is, however, within the 
discretion of the Minister of Labour and National Service not to call up under the Act any man 
whose services will, in his view, be better utilised on civilian work of national importance. 


It is not proposed to relieve men who may visit Great Britain from British overseas depend- 
encies of their liability under the Act unless it is definitely in the national interest that they should 
return to their work overseas. The Secretary of State for the Colonies has arranged, therefore, to 
furnish the Minister of Labour and National Service with a certificate to this effect in cases where 
exemption is found to be justified on receipt of a form which will be issued by the Passport Officer, 
Zomba, at the time of departure together with the appropriate endorsement on the passport of the 
man concerned. It is improbable that such certificates will be given in the case of men under 30 
years of age even if they are engaged on work of national importance unless they can be regarded 
as key men or as men who by reason of special experience or aptitude are considered to be of more 
use employed on their work in the Protectorate than serving in the Armed Forces, and whom it 
would be difficult to replace by older men. 


Any man other than a Government; servant who intends to proceed from Nyasaland to Great 
Britain and to return to Nyasaland is advised to apply to the Director of Manpower, Blantyre, 
stating his intention well in advance of the date on which he wishes to leave in order to allow the 
time necessary for the completion of all formalities on the part of the Director of Manpower and 
the Passport Officer. The cases of Government servants will reccive consideration by the Chief 
Secretary simultaneously with their leave applications.

HE following Regulations approved by the Governor-in-Council with the 
concurrence of the Secretary of State for the Colonies, are bereby published 
for general information :—

NATIVE CIVIL SERVICE REGULATIONS. 


1. A Board of Kuropean Officers (hereinafter called the Board) shail be 
appointed by the Governor for the purpose of controlling appointments, 
dismissals, proraotions and grading in the Native Civil Service and generally for 
the government of the service. 

2. A candidate for appointment to the Native Civil Service shall be a 
native of Nyasaland, provided that Africans who are not natives of Wyasaland 
may be appointed with the sanction of the Board. In exceptional cases non 
Africans (not being Indians) may be adinitted by special order of the Board. 


A candidete will normally serve a probationary period of not less than three 
years in Government employment before admission to the Native Civil Service 
and on such admission his probationary period may be included in his gencral 
service at the discretion of the Board. 

The Board on the recommendation of the Head of the Department may by 
letter cf appointment admit a native to be a member of the Native Civil Service, 
No native shall be deemed to bea member of the Native Civil Service until 
he has received such letter of appointment. Before admitting a native to be a 
member of the Native Civil Service the Board ity call upon such native to 
submit himself to an examination in order to be satisfied that he is qualified 
for appointment. z 

3. Promotion from one grade to another shall be made by the Board to fill 
vacancies in establishment. Promotions will be made by merit and not solely 
by seniority. The Board will not fill vacancies unless they are satisfied that 
the candidates possess the necessary qualifications both of ability and character. 


+. The Board upon any application by a candidate for promotion may 
require him to undergo such examination as they may deem necessary to prove 
that the candidate is properly qualified.

6. Increments and prontsnan ate Tot eked as & matter of right, but 


the Head of a Department may increase at his discretion the pay of a 
Native Civil Servant within his grade provided that provision has been made 
for such increase in the estimates, within the following limits, and on the 
understanding that no Native Civil Servant will be paid more than £75 per 
annum except with the express approval of the Governor on the recommendation 
of the Board. 


Tn all eases in which the Head of » Department considers that the pay of a 
Native Civil Servant should proceed beyond £100 per annum he shall request 
permission to include in his estimates provision for the increase in salary 
contemplated, and if such permission is granted, he shall submit to the Chief 
Secretary through the Native Civil Service Board a Certificate of proficiency 
and a recommendation that the bar be passed. This procedure shall apply to 
bars at £100, £120 and £150. 


The Salary Scale of Grade I may be extended to a maximum of £200 a year 
in the case of individual Civil Servants who displiy outstanding qualities.

African teachers in Grade Il] who draw not less than £80 per annum are 
eligible for pension. 


7. Whena Native Civil Servant has reached the maximum pay of -his 
grade he can receive no further increase of pay until he has been promoted to 
the next grade as provided for under Regulation 3. 


8. Where a special uniform is prescribed it shall be provided free of 
charge but its value shall not be reckoned for purposes of pension or gratuity. 


9. A Native Civil Servant shall serve in such post and at such place as the 
Governor may require. 


10. (1) Fourteen days vacation leave with full salary may be granted to each 
Native Civil Servant in respect of each year of service. Such leave may be 
taken at one time or in broken periods as may be decided by the officer granting 
it, and it may be accumulated up to a maximum of fifty-six days. A Native 
Civil Servant proceeding on vacation leave for a period of not Jess than twenty- 
eight days may be granted free transport to and from his hoime tor himself 
alone and a Native Civil Servant proceeding on vacation leave for a period of 
fifty-six days may be granted additional leave with full salary for the time 
necessarily occupied in travelling to and from his home. The manner of 
travelling and the route to be tnken shall be determined by the officer granting 
the vacation leave. All leave shall be subject to the exigencies of the service 
and no leave may be claimed as a matter of right. 


(2) Transport and travelling allowances may be granted in accordance with

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Free transport by road ati Government expense is not normally provided, 
but may be granted by Government lorry, if available, or in case of necessity. 
In the latter event the necessity must be certified by the District Commissioner 
or the district departmental officer of the district from which the Civil Servant 
is travelling. On transfer between stations free transport may be allowed for 
one wife and the children of that wife up to 14 years of age. No additional 
allowance for loads will be provided. 


Officers who are not natives of Nyasaland and who are travelling on 
accumulated leave to their homes outside the Protectorate are entitled to a 3rd 
class rail fare or other transport subject to the fare not exceeding £2.

11. No Native Civil Servant shall absent himself from duty for any period 


on the ground of illness unless he has notified the Medical Officer or a Medical 
Practitioner and has obtained from such Medical Officer or Practitioner direct 
authority in writing for being absent on that ground. Failing such certificate 
he shall be considered absent without leave and shall not receive salary for any 
period he may be so absent, unless serving at a station where it is impossible to 
obtain a Medical Certificate and the Head of the Department or Station is 
satisfied that his absence is bona fide due to illness. 


12. A Native Civil Servant may be granted sick leave for a period not 
excecding ten consecutive days or a total of 20 days during one calendar year 
on full pay without forfeiting vacation leave: provided always that where 
possible his illness is duly certified by a» Medical Officer or Medical Practitioner 
and is not caused by his own default. 


13. If, at the end of ten consecutive days sick leave the Medical Officer or 
Practitioner certifies the Native Civil Servant’s continued inability through 
illness to perform the duties of his office, he may remain on half pay for such 
further period up to a maximum of three months, as may be certified by a 
Medical Officer or Practitioner to be necessary. Any sick leave granted in excess 
of the three months shall be without pay. On the expiration of the aforesaid 
further period of three months sick leave, a report shall be furnished by the 
Medical Officer or Practitioner to the Head of the Department as to the Native 
Civil Servant’s physical fitness for further service. Such report shall be 
transmitted to the Board for their consideration. 


14. Where there is a Government Medical Officer available, his certificate 
only will be accepted by Heads of Departments as evidence of the physical 
unfitness of a Native Civil Servant for Guty on account of ill-health. 


15. Native Civil Servants are strictly prohibited from communicating 
directly or indirectly with the Press on ofticial matters and are forbidden to 
copy, use or retain for other than official purposes official documents to which 
they may have access in the course of their duties. 


16. In cases of repeated or serious misconduct on the part of a Native Civil 
Servant the Head of his Department shall report such misconduct to the Board 
with a view to his punishment. The Loard, after due investigation, shall submit 
their recommendations to the Governor for his decision which may include 
suspension of increment, reduction in pay or grade, or dismissal from the service. 
In the event of the Governor deciding to dismiss such Native Civil Servant he 
shall on no account be re-employed in the service of the Protectorate. 
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17. All complaints by a Native Civil Servant shall be submitted in writing 
to the Head of the Department or Station under whom he is for the time being 
employed, for his remarks by minute to be attached thereto. 


Such complaint shall be returned to him with the remarks of the Head of 
the Department or Station attached thereto for his information. If he shall 
then, by further minute to be attached to such correspondence, request that his 
complaint be submitted to the Board, the complete correspondence shall be 
transmitted forthwith for consideration by the Board. 


Any complaint by a Native Civil Servant sent direct to the Board shall be 
disregarded. 


18. In the event of a Native Civil Servant making trivial or unnecessary 
complaints after due warning or wilfully making any serious complaint without 
sufficient justification, of which the Board shall be the sole judge, the facts shall 
be noted in his personal record and shall be regarded when his claims for future 
increment or for promotion come to be considered. 


19. The Board shall keep all necessary records of each Native Civil Servant 
containing his signature, name, tribe, date of appointment, grade and rate of pay. 
The records shall also contain details of his service, promotion, pay and character 
as certified to or supplied by the Heads of Departments or Districts in which he 
has served. 


20. (1) The conditions under which pensions and gratuities may be granted 
to Native Civil Servants are set. out below. Pensionable posts shall be such 
posts as the Governor, with the consent of the Secretary of State, may declare 
to be pensionable. 


(2) In this Regulation “qualifying service’ means service which may be 
taken into account as service qualifying the Native Civil Servant for pension; 
and “reckonable service" means service which may be taken into account in 
computing pensions or gratuities. 


(3) Pensions and gratuities shall be calculated upon the actual pay at the 
date of retirement if the Native Civil Servant shall have been in receipt of the 
same pay, or shall have held the same post, for three years immediately before 
the date of retirement; otherwise they shall be calculated upon the average pay 
during the same period; provided that if such average is less than the actual 
pay at the date of his first promotion within such period of three years he may 
be granted a pension or gratuity calculated upon such actual pay. 


(4) (a) A Native Civil Servant holding a pensionable post may be granted a 
pension on retirement :— 


(i) after 30 years qualifying service; or 


(ii) at the age of 55 or more, after 15 years qualifying service; or 

(iii) after 15 years qualifying service, if he is invalided from the service 
for ill-health not due to his own default; or 

(iv) after 10 years qualifying service, if he retire in consequence of the 


abolition of his post or is required to retire for the purpose of 
facilitating improvements in the organisation of the department to 
which he belongs by which greater efticiency and economy can be 
effected: 


(b) A gratuity may be granted to the holder of a pensionable post on 
retirement -— 


(i) after 30 years aggregate service in non-pensionable and pensionable 
posts of which less than 15 years is qualifying service ; or 


(ii) at the age of 55 or more, after less than 15 years qualifying service ; 


or 

(iii) after less than 15 years qualifying se! ice if he is invalided from 
the service for ill-health not due to his own default; or 

(iv) after less than 10 years qualifying service, if he retire in the 


circumstances described in sub-paragraph (a) (iv) of this paragraph : 


FS eee ae 
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(c) A gratuity may be granted to a holder of a non-pensionable post on 
retirement — 


(i) after 30 years service; or 
(ii) at the age of 55 or more, after 15 years service; or 


(iii) after 15 years service if he is invalided from the service for ill-bealth 
not due to his own default; or 


(iv) after 7 years service, if he retire in the circumstances described in 
sub-paragraph (a) (iv) of this paragraph. 


(5) In the event of a Native Civil Servant being promoted from a 
non-pensionable post to a pensionable post, service in the non-pensionable post 
shall not be regarded as reckonable service, but half of the period of such 
service may, up to a maximum of five yeurs, be regarded as qualifying service. 


(6) The following shall not be regarded as qualifying service or reckonable 
service or taken into account as service qualifying for gratuity— 


(a) periods of service of less than 6 consecutive months ; 


(b) service prior to a break in service amounting to 86 consecutive months ; 


(c) service prior to the date on which the breaks in service aggregate &4 
months. 


(7) No Native Civil Servant who has been dismissed from the service under 
Regulation No. 16 shall be granted # pension or gratuity. 


(8) Where it is established to the satisfaction of the Governor that a Native 
Civil Servant has been guilty of negligence, irregularity or misconduct the 
pension or gratuity may be reduced or withheld. 


(9) A pension shall be payable monthly, and shall be calculated on the basis 
of one-sixtieth of the monthly rate of pay of the Native Civil Servant for each 
completed year of his reckonable service ; provided that no pension shall exceed 
two-thirds of such monthly rate of pay. 


(10) A gratuity granted to the holder of a pensionable post shall be calcu- 
lated on the basis of one half of his monthly rate of pay for each completed year 
of reckonable service. 


(11) A gratuity to a Native Civil Servant not holding a pensionable post shall 
be calculated on the basis of one week’s pay or twenty shillings, whichever is 
greater, for each year of reckonable service, subject to a maximum of one year’s 


pay. 


(12) When the holder of @ pensionable post has previously served in @ non- 
pensionable post he may, if it would be to his advantage, be granted, in lieu of a 
gratuity at the rate prescribed in paragraph (10), a gratuity computed in 
accordance with paragraph (11) and as if his service in a pensionable post had 
been service in a non-pensionable post. 


(18) Any gratuity granted under these Regulations may at the discretion of 
the Governor be paid in a lump sum or in weekly, monthly or annual instal- 
ments. Should any balance be still on hand at the time of the death of a 
Native Civil Servant, the balance shall be paid to his legal personal representative 
or, if there is no legal personal representative, it shall be paid, as the Governor 
may direct, to, or for the benefit of, any one or more of the following, that is 
to say, the widow or widows, child or children, or any next-of-kin of the deceased, 
either in a lump sum or instalments as eforesaid, and if to, or for the benefit of, 
more than one person, in such porportions as the Governor may determine. 


(14) Any Native Civil Servant to whom a pension is payable under these 
Regulations may opt to receive a reduced pension and a gratuity. 


Such gratuity shall be such sum as the Goveriior shall decide but shall not 
exceed such amount as would reduce the pension payable by more than one- 
fourth of the annual pension and shall be equal to ten times the amount of the 
reduction so made in the pension. 


The option to receive a reduced pension and gratuity must be exercised -- 


(a) not later than one month after the Native Civil Servant concerned has 
completed fiftcen years qualifying service, or, 
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(b) not later than one year after the publication of these regulations in the 
Gazette, 


whichever be the later; provided that the Native Civil Servant may, if he 
is not satisfied with the Governor's decision under this paragraph, revoke his 
option to receive reduced pension and gratuity within one month after the 
date upon which he is notified of that decision. 


(15) (a) Where a Native Civil Servant dies in the Service in circumstances 
in which, if he had retired on account of ill-health at the date of his death he 
would have been eligible for pension or gratuity under this regulation, a 
gratuity— 


(i) if he would have been cligible for a gratuity. of an amount equal to 
that gratuity, and 


(ii) if he would have been eligible for pension, of an amount computed 
in accordance with paragraph (10) or paragraph (12) whichever 
shall be the more favourable, 


may be paid in accordance with the provisions of this paragraph, subject to a 
maximum of one year’s pay in either case. 


(b) If the deceased was the holder of a pensionable post, the gratuity shall 
be paid to his legal personal representative or, if there is no lega) personal 
representative, it shall be paid, as the Governor may direct, to, or for the benefit of, 
any one or more of the following, that is to say, the widow or widows, child or 
children, and any next-of-kin of the deceased and, if to, or for the benefit of, 
more than one person, in sucb proportions as the Governor may determine. 


(c) If the deceased was the holder of a non-pensionable post, the gratuity 
shall be payable, as the Governor may direct, to or for the benefit of any person 
or persons whom the Governor is satisfied were dependent upon the deceased 
and, if to, or for the benefit of, more than one person in such proportions as the 
Governor may determine. 


(16) Pensions and gratuities shall be approved by the Governor. 


(17) Nothing in these Regulations shall give, or be construed to give any 
person an absolute right to compensation for past services, or to any pension or 
gratuity under these Regulations, or to deprive the Governor of the power and 
authority to dismiss any person from the public service without compensation. 


21. The Board may enter into, or may authorise any Officer to enter into 
on their behalf a contract with any native, or, if the native be under eighteen 
years of age, with the lawful guardians of the native, whereby the native under- 
takes to submit to instruction in the duties of any branch of the Native Civil 
Service and to bind himself for a period of service in Government employment, 
which shall not be less than three years, on completion of his period of training. 


The contract shall stipulate the school at, or Department with which, the 
apprentice or learner shall undergo instruction, and shall make provision for pay, 
subsistence allowance, or remission of fees and for cash deposit or other surety 
as guarantee for the fulfilment of the contract, as may seem desirable to the 
Board. 


On the completion of his contract, the apprentice or learner may be 
admitted to the Native Civil Service, provided that no service under the age of 
eighteen years shall count for pension purposes. 


22. The Board shall from time to time draw up memoranda indicating the 
principles on the basis of which they will decide promotions, grading, increase 
of pay, etec., in the Native Civil Service, and such memoranda, if approved by 
the Governor, will be circulated among Heads of Departments who will base 
their recommendations to the Board on these principles. 


23. Any Native who accepts nppointments to the Native Civil Service, as 
constituted by these Regulations, will, under terms of his engagement be equally 
subject to any subsequent alterations which may be made from time to time in 
these Regulations by the Governor with the approval of the Secretary of State 
for the Colonies. 


24. These Regulations may be cited as The Native Civil Service Regu- 
lations, 1940, and will come into force with effect from the 5th September, 1949.

1, Communications must be brief. Erasures are not permitted. 


2. Letters must omit the sender's address. They may be in English or in the language of 
the country for which they are intended (except Czech), and must contain nothing but matters of 
personal interest. 


(a) No reference may be made to any town, village, locality or journey in Great Britain, to 
any phase of the war, or to Thos. Cook & Son Ltd., or any of their offices. No enclosure of the 
following nature is permitted: printed matter, map, plan, sketch, drawing, print, photograph, or 
other pictorial representation, or postage or revenue stamp.

Witt a view to relieving anxiety which all residents in the Colonies must feel regarding the 

safety of their relatives in Britain while air raids continue, the Secretary of State for the 
Colonies has had under consideration the question whether it would be possible to arrange for 
Colonial residents to be notified if near relatives became serious air raid casualties. 


2. It is impracticable to make any automatic arrangement but if information were received 
at the Colonial Office that a relative of a Colonial resident had become a casualty the Secretary of 
State for the Colonies would at once notify the person concerned by telegraph through his Govern- 
ment. This telegram would be free of charge. 


8. Members of the public in Britain have been advised to carry about with them their 
identity cards showing the name and address of some person whom they would wish to be notified 
in the event of their becoming air-raid casualties. The Secretary of State suggests that Colonial 
residents should ask their relatives to arrange with persons so named that if the event occurs they 
shall inform the Under Secretary of State, Colonial Oftice, giving the full name and address of the 
Colonial resident concerned and his or her relationship to the casualty.

afforded the Government since war broke out 
and for the work which you have managed to get 
through in spite of the limitations upon your 
freedom of action which the need for e co-ordin- 
ated Empire policy has imposed upon you. To 
the Honourable the Chief Secretary a special 
word of praise is due. Lie has once more, for the 
| seventh time and during a period of unexampled 
strain and anxiety, ably discharged the functions 
of the high office which he was called upon to 
assume jn September last. We all owe him 
a debt of gratitude and I more than most of you, 
for he kept me informed of all that was going 
on at a time when he might wel] have been 
excused the necessity. 


I wish also to thank the Honourable Member, 
the Senior Provincial Commissioner, for placing 
his services unreservedly at my disposal for the 
period of the present emergency. He had 
decided to retire last year, but he deferred his 
retirement in order to assist me during my tirst 
year of office. Before I returned from Nairobi 
he had formed the intention of retiring this 
June with a view to proceeding to Kenya to offer 
his services to the General Outicer Commiunding 
in luast Africa. Within a few minutes of the 
termination of the first Lxecutive Council 
meeting over which [ presided upon my return 
to the Protectorate the Honourable Member 
withdrew his application to retire and placed his 
services al my complete disposal for as long as L 
required them. His offer wus accepted and [ was 
assured of the continued presence and co-opera- 
tion of both my Provincial Commissioners ut a 
time when delegation of some of the Governor's 
responsibilities to experienced adininistrators is 
more necessary than ever. 


The events ot the last twenty-four hours make 
it unnecessary for me to use reserve and caution 
in approaching certain important questions. 
The issue is now plainly before us and more 
will be achieved by plain speaking than by the 
use of hyperbole or rhetoric. 


I shall not abuse my position or the confidence 
which you have so freely given to me_ by 
preaching ez cathedra to the community or to 
any of the community which I am so very proud 
to lead—but I do ask that each and every one of 
us should examine his way of life and try 
conscientiously to assess the value of the part 
he 1s playing in this crisis in our country’s 
history. 

Honest, constructive suggestions based on 
knowledge and hard thinking will be of great 
value to us. My unollicial advisers, scattered 
as they are through the territory, have ample 
opportunity of establishing and maintaining 
close contact with public opinion and I hope they 
will encourage the expression of it. Honourable 
Meu:bers know or should know that [am always 
willing to discuss and consider any reasonable 
proposal which carries with it proof of a real 
desire to assist the Government and the agencies 
working with it and is free from any taint of 
self-interest. I have over many yeurs kept 
constantly before me the admouition of Edmund 
Burke: “The temper of the people amongst 
whom he presides ought therefore to be his tirst 
study. And the knowledge of this temper is by 


not an interest in being ignorant of what it is 
his duty to learn.” | rely upon you all to assist 
me in this “ first study.” 

Honourable Members will be asked this 
morning to consider and to pass through ail its 
stuges a National Service Bill which has been 
dratted with one objcct---to ensure the most 
effective use of the Huropean and Asian man- 
power which has frecly offered itself to the 
service of the State. ‘he Gouncil will consider 
the Bill against the background of the events of 
the past nine months and in the light of the 
present emergency. It meets a demand which 
in one form or another has been made at inter- 
vals during the past two years and, when passed 
into law, it will facilitate the rapid mobilisation 
of our available man power for purposes which, 
I trust, are now sutliciently clearly detined. 


The main points of the decision which we 
reached after discussion in the Economic 
Council on the 29th May may with advantage 
be repeated here. We agreed that our first and 
most important effort must be directed to 
furnishing the General Officer Commanding, 
East Atrica, with the European man power for 
which he has asked. That duty now takes an 
even higher place than it did when I first 
addressed the territory on this subject. 
Secondly, we must conserve peace and order 
within the boundaries of the Protectorate: in 
other words I must retain in the administrative 
and police services a sufficient number of 
experienced men to ensure security aud good 
government. 1 have, this morning, received a 
telegram from the Secretary of State part of 
which reads: “I have reviewed the question of 
Colonial service personne! and of man power 
generally in consultation with service and other 
departments coucerned. My object has been to 
see Whether any further help can be given by 
Colonies. Conclusion reached is that in general 
there is at present no difticulty in obtaining in 
this country all men that can be equipped and 
absorbed in fighting services. In these circums- 
tances it would be contrary to public interest to 
reduce efficiency of Colonial Service or to 
deplete potential reserves of man power in 
Colonies by releasing men for armed forces in 
this country. If there are exceptional cases in 
which men are required for any other kind of 
service here I will advise you.” Thirdly, we 
must continue to produce and endeavour to 
increase the production of those commodities 
which we have been informed are required in 
the United Kingdom: as far as this Protecto- 
rate is concerned I place them in the following 
order: cotton, tea, tobacco. The necessity for 
the first need not be stressed: the second has 
been asked for and is the subject of a special 
arrangement with His Majesty's Government: 
provision of the third from Empire sources 
assists to fortify the exchange position. At the 
same time no one of these three commodities 
can now properly demand the services of men 
who are required for military service and 
arrangements shou!d be made to carry them on 
with men who cannot for one reason or another 
be made use of by the General Ofhcer Com- 
manding, even if output is consequently reduced. 


Honourable Members will also have read a 
telegram from the Secretary of State for the 


; Colonies which was published in the Gazette on 


3 : ‘S é | the 7th June and in the ‘Nyasaland Times’ 
no means impossibic for him to attain, if he has | 


yesterday. That telegram emphasises the need 
for almost exclusive concentration and “ what- 
ever will contribute to our effective war strength 
in the immediate future” and it lays down the 
general lines which we should pursue to that end. 
We are grateful to His Majesty’s Government in 
the United Kingdom for assisting us to see the 
picture “and see it whole.” 


Let us turn to the steps which have been 
taken during the past month and are being 
taken now to give practical elfect to our 
decisions. 


On the llth May, the appropriate ofticers 
were asked to give me a complete picture of the 
distribution and activities of all Luropeans, 
unoiiicial and official, who remained in non- 
military occupations in the Protectorate. The 
ofticial returns were, of course, easily compiled 


and I was soon able to make up the first lists of 
officers whom I could release for military duty. 
I saw no reason for delaying action and by the 
end of the month five Government medical 
officers, one mission medical officer and a 
number of officers of the King’s African Rifles 
Reserve and attested privates of the Kenya 
Regiment had left the territory. The released 
civil servants were accompanied by a number 
of volunteers from the farms and _ business 
houses. There are others to follow immediately. 
The lists already produced by the Director of 
Man Power suggest that by the end of this week 
the majority of the men eligible to volunteer 
for the Kenya Regiment and who can at the 
moment be spared by their employers will have 
assumed military duty. 


Further convoys will carry men over 82 years 
of age who can be spared and are wanted by the 
G.O.C. and other men from 18 to 32 who may 
come forward or may be applied for by the 
Director of Man Power and whose release is 
directed by the exemption tribunal. I have 
sent the G.O.C. a list of officers with military 
experience or training and asked him which he 
can make use of. Further lists are in course of 
preparation and will go forward as soon as I 
have received them. When the reply of the 
military authorities is received, each man will 
be told whether or not his services are required 
in a military capacity. 


I do not propose to publish the figures involved 
in military movements and I shall be glad if 
Honourable Members will observe the same reti- 
cence, but they should know that a considerable 
percentage of civil servants has already left for 
other scenes of action, that the response from 
other sections of the community has been, as I 
expected, rapid and effective and that we are 
rapidly reaching the point at which we can make 
a further survey of our man power requirements. 
In this matter of service man power, when my 
plans are complete and they are very nearly 
complete, I shall ask the Man Power Sub-com- 
mittee to scrutinise them and I shall give 
careful attention to any advice which they may 
tender to me in the light of the considerations 
which I have placed before the Legislative 
Couucil and of the telegram from the Secretary 
of State which I have this morning read to you. 


It early became apparent that the office of the 
Director of Man Power required reinforcement 
and reorganisation. ‘This was carried through 
by the Director in a short space of time. The 
Directorate was divorced from the Provincial 
oftice and established in offices acquired for the 
purpose. Registration and classification is in 
the hands of an experienced officer, who works 
under the general control of the Director and is 
assisted by three very efticient ladies. Connec- 
tion with Government is maintained by a 
Secretariat oftiicer who travels between Zomba 
and Blantyre and in so doing assists in the 
reduction of correspondence und in the avoid- 
ance of delay. The card index which was in 
operation at the beginning of May was bused on 
out-of-date information and National Kegistra- 
tion forms which, in many cases, furnished 
inadequate information when it came to the 
point of making effective use of the persons so 
registered. Kevision and a measure of re-regis- 
tration were clearly necessary if the results 


| 
| 


which we demanded of the Directorate were to 
be achieved. Lists are being compiled of men 
from (a) 18-26 years old (b) 21-32 years old (c) 
87-41 years old and (d) over 41 years. In addi- 
tion we have a list of all firms and employers in 
the Protectorate with notes as to their 
willingness or otherwise to release their employ- 
ees, to keep their posts open, to make up their 
salaries to a reasonable figure and to look after 
their wives and families while the men are away. 
The work is in good hands and I trust that the 
results of the Director's efforts will soon be 
apparent. 


He tells me that employers in the Protector- 
ate are affording every assistance in the matter 
of the release of men of military age and that 
many of them have already undertaken to safe- 
guard the interests of the men who go. The 
manager of one large and important company 
has, subject to his company’s approval, offered 
to release all his European employees and to 
run the estates in his charge with African head- 
men. A respected member of the Indian com- 
munity last week offered both his sons and the 
whole of his surplus balances to assist the war 
effort. A number of Africans have placed them- 
selves wholly at the disposal of the Director. 
It looks very much as if the Bill which will be 
laid before you to-day may prove to be almost 
unnecessary. 


As to the numbers which we can reasonably 
expect to be able to release for active service, I 
must ask you to be patient for just a little 
longer: as I have told Honourable Members 
the reconstituted Directorate of Man Power is 
producing lists as fast as the necessary facts are 
obtained and they are being forwarded to the 
military authorities in East Africa. 


I know that many offers of service have been 
made and that young men and men not so 
young are now going forward in ranks below 
those which they would have reasonably expected 
to attain had arrangements been perfected to 
utilise their services when their offers were first 
made. This is hard luck and it is the same 
kind of hard luck which is being experienced all 
over the Empire as the tace of war changes and 
policy is necessarily revised to meet events. It 
is a comfort to know that the men immediately 
affected are the last to grumble. 


These young men will come back to us enrich- 
ed by the experience they have gained, their 
critical faculties sharpened, their eyes opened 
to the need for adaptability: they will wish to 
keep the contacts they have made with men in 
every walk of life in our African Colonial Mmpire, 

Iwas myself for cight months a witness of 
the development of the youth of another Colony 
and of the results which flow trom the comrade- 
ship of men from widely separated parts of the 
Empire, each with its diversity of method, all 
inspired by a common faith. If war can bring 
good in its train it is surely just this and | for 
one welcome the opportunity which has been 
afforded those who have gone of learning many 
things which will be of great value to us when 
they return. And one of the most valuable 
Jessons which | hope they will learn is that we 
must not, we cannot, regard each Colony as a 
separate entity, but must forever be looking 
over our neighbour's wall, observing what he is 
doing, cousidering how we can help him or he us. 


Those who must perforce remain for one 
reason or another need not fear that oppor- 
tunities for service will not be afforded them, 
even if that service be iocal, restricted, pedes- 
trian and without the excitements and glamour 
which accompany other forms of activity in 
time of war. This has hitherto been a peaceful 
and easy country and-—dare I say it ?—long 
residence or service may here and there have 
induced a leisurely approach to our daily tasks, 
but we have no reason to suppose that is not a 
thing of the past and that we shall not obtain a 
whole-hearted response to the call to work as 
we have never worked before. From the service 
the public hus a right to demand efficiency, a 
right which is fully recognised, and I should be 
surprised to find that any servant of Govern- 
ment in these days leaves a job unfinished just 
because a clock has struck. There are no clocks 
on the Somme or in the Mediterranean. 


The part which women can play has not been 
forgotten. They will, for instance, be substitut- 
ed for men in every department of the Govern- 
ment service in which their services can be 
utilised and steps to this end have already been 
taken in some oflices. The process will be 
extended at every opportunity. 


I have written to Lady Sidney Farrer and 
asked her to let me know if she has room in her 
F. A.N. Y. corps for volunteers from this 
country and to indicate the categories in which 
she requires them. The Director of Medical 
Services has also sent lists to Force Head- 
quarters of women able and willing to serve as 
nurses in the General Hospitals and Casualty 
Clearing Stations. 


I shall be most grateful if the ladies of 
Nyasaland will, as far as possible, make use of 
existing organisations for the co-ordination and 
application of their war efforts. The fewer the 
organisations with which Government has to 
deal the less the risk of dissipated effort and of 
overlap, confusion and waste. Quite frankly I 
should prefer to deal only with the Nyasaland 
Council of Women and the President of the 
Red Cross and I trust it will be possible for all 
etforts to be organised under the aegis of the 
one or the other. 


Recruiting for the King’s African Rifles and 
the East African Army Corps is proceeding at a 
rate accelerated by recent instructions and by 
the efforts of the District Officers and recruit- 
ing parties and I must here mention an 
incident which should not be allowed to pass 
unnoticed. On the 27th May I wrote to Mr. 
Gemimill, of the W. N. L. A. and told him of 
some of the difficulties with which the K.A.R. 
recruiters were confronted. His response was 
ats prompt as it was satisfactory. He has 
instructed his agents in this country to inform 
the people that W. N. L. A. is not reopening 
recruiting until our requirements are met. [ 
am very much obliged to Mr. Gemmill for his 
immediate and public-spirited action. Not 
only does it leave the field open to the K. A. R. 
recruiting parties, but, on the initiative of 
W. N.L. A., it places in true perspective the 
uses to which our man power should be put. 
The response, however, to the call for recruits 
is still not what I should have expected trom 
Nyasaland and | fear that there has grown up 
a generation of which a large proportion is 
quile prepared to sit comfortably by and avoid

by every sort of subterfuge and argument any 
step towards preparing itself to go to the assist- 
ance of its kith and kin in the north or to 
defend its own country in the not unlikely event 
of the war spreading soutbward. 


If I appear to criticise certain elements in the 
native population I must say at once that I 
understand and sympathise with their point of 
view though I cannot allow it to prevail. 
Nyasaland has made big strides in native 
administration but it has never had very much 
money to spend and we cannot blame our 
people for having acquired the habit of going 
away to look for that which they cannot 
obtain in their own country. We saw brighter 
days coming for them and then the storm 
burst and now they too must revise their ideas 
and, with us, take up the instant challenge. 
The thousands who have gone or who are in 
training are earning our increasing gratitude 
with every day which passes and | feel confi- 
dent that when it has awoken to realities the 
African population of the Protectorate will 
come forward in increasing numbers to rein- 
force their own regiments and, perhaps, to 
enable us to raise more battalions to offer to 
the General. Some there be who have tried to 
join the fighting forces, but have had to give up 
tke idea owing to physical weakness or defect. 
I sympathise with them and I trust that they 
will find congenial work within the Protectorate 
at a time when no man or woman should be 
idle. 


I must refer to certain other measures 
which I have felt impelled to take. Honourable 
Members are aware that I have caused all adult 
male Germans to be interned. Some of 
them may feel distressed at being classed as 
enemy subjects when in fact they were refugees 
from the tyranny which had driven them from 
home and caused them to seek asylum in British 
territory: they will appreciate that all other 
considerations apart I may not have done them 
a disservice by placing restraint on their 
movements and denying others free access to 
them. The internment of Italian enemy 
subjects is proceeding according to plan and 
few remain at large. 


There are, I regret to say, certain British 
protected persons who have not fully appreci- 
ated where they stand in this time of crisis. It 
will nut be out of place to remind them that I 
possess powers to detain persons other than 
enemy nationals whose good faith is suspected 
and whom I have reason to believe may be a 
potential danger in time of war. Whatever 
leniency may be shown in time of peace towards 
ignorant or fanatical persons who engage in 
subversive practices, this is not the time to 
allow such persons to go at large. I hope that 
they will heed this warning. 


We have now a further duty laid upon us. 
The United Kingdom should not be subjected 
at this time to demands for food supplies: it is 
obvious that she will require increasing 
supplies to maintain her growing armies and 
her civilian population. 


We have in the past nine months regulated 
our food import policy with an eye to other 
considerations than possible shortage at home; 
we must now devote our attention to securing 
a reduction to minimal levels of food imports 


from the United Kingdom and indeed from all 
other sources which can supply her needs. My 
advisers will immediately take steps to restrict 
imports from the United Kingdom to the 
fullest possible extent and I invite the Food 
Control Committee of the Economic Council to 
meet at once, to submit recommendations for 
the substitution of supplies from other sources 
and to give special consideration to the possibility 
of becoming almost entirely self-supporting. 
I know that, given direction, many of the people 
who are now clamouring for opportunities of 
service and for whom for one cause or another 
there will be no special place could well turn 
their attention to the production of foodstuffs 
of many kinds. I suggest that every house- 
holder should scrutinise the list of articles he 
or she daily consumes: he will discover that 
several items can be cut out altogether, that 
local substitutes can already be procured for 
others and that the remainder can with a 
co-ordinated effort be produced and sold through 
existing commercial agencies. Imports of a 
luxury nature will of course be drastically 
restricted, if not entirely prohibited. We shall 
all have to scale down our values very consider- 
ably and in this I know that we can rely upon 
the good sense and co-operation of the Pro- 
tectorate’s inhabitants. Those who have any 
doubts as to the wisdom of this policy may be 
reassured when they know that it is being 
inaugurated with the full knowledge and 
approval of those who are directing the allied 
war effort in its main and decisive theatres. 


At a later stage of the session the Financial 
Secretary will place before Honourable Members 
the Government’s proposals in regard to the gift, 
or rather succession of gifts, to His Majesty’s 
Government in the United Kingdom of sums of 
money representing the difference between the 
free surplus balance at the end of any year 
during the wat period and the figure at which 
that balance stood at the 1st January, 1939. 

The already heavy reduction in the staffs 
of departments will inevitably slow down the 
preparation of plans for development, but I have 
no intention of abandoning them altogether and 
any time which can be spared from our major 
effort will be devoted to planning for the future. 
Neither do I propose to close down any service 
which can be continued, if need be on a reduced 
scale or at a reduced rate of progress which can 
be kept going without prejudice to our main 
objective. Our attempts to provide an increased 
measure of education and social and health 
services will receive what we all hope will be but 
a temporary check: our experiments in agricul- 
ture, if continucd, may be reduced to a care and 
maintenance basis so that all results are not lost. 
Efforts to prevent further destruction of the 
Jand and to improve the nutrition of the mass 
of the people must continue, but I promise 
Honourable Members that they will not involvea 
use of man power detrimental to the campaigns 
which the Kmpire is fighting on land and gea, in 
the air and in the fields and factories. The spirit 
abroad in the territory should enable us to do 
double jobs and to pluce on men already charged 
with important duties an additional task of 
supervision of activities which might otherwise 
have to be abandoned. 

Finally, I know that I can rely upon the 


population not to allow itself to be worked or | No, 28 of 1939: 


worried or fussed into a state of nervous mental 


tension. This is no time for defeatism: there is 
no cause for it and nearly two million people 
are looking to us for a lead. 


Honourable Members, we have many things to 
be thankful for. We know pretty well where we 
now stand and we have a good idea of our 
resources. From this Council it is fitting that 
we send messages of encouragement and support 
to those to whom we are closely bound in 
thought and in action: to the General who 
enabled me to put his requirements fairly and 
squarely before you, to the Secretary of State 
who placed no obstacle in the way of revision 
of our policy and bas recently revised it him- 
self in the light of the past nine months and of 
the present emergency, to the men who from 
ottice and farm and business house have come 
forward and are still coming forward, to the 
employers who have made it easy for them to 
go, to those who are patiently awaiting the call 
which they pray will come, to those who have 
swallowed their disappointment and are loyally 
remaining at their posts and taking on extra 
duties in response to orders, to the British 
women of Nyasaland who have organised 
themselves to meet just this kind of emergency 
and to give a lead to the women of the other 
races, and to all those who, while longing to 
help, have refrained from interfering with 
carefuliy laid plans even when they have not 
fully understood or fully approved those plans, 
appreciating that rapidity of action is of prime 
importance and that boards, committees, 
conferences and correspondence often lead to 
paralysis in times which require boldness in 
initiation, speed of development and firmness 
in execution. And now, Gentlemen, to work and 
1 pray that our deliberations will be guided by 
the Divine Wisdom.

RESOLUTIONS. 


AMENDMENT OF CUSTOMS SCHEDULE. 


THE HON. THE FINANCIAL SECRETARY: Sir, 
I beg to move that this Council do, by 
Resolution, consent to an order to be made by 
the Governor, under section 4 (b) of the Customs 
Ordinance, amending Schedule I, Table I, to the 
said Ordinance as follows :— 


For paragraph (a) of item 17 of Schedule I, 
Table I, of the Schedule the following paragraph 
shall be substituted— 


(a) Motor cars, with their appropriate initial 
equipment, including vehicles which are in the 
opinion of the Comptroller of Customs 
specially constructed for the purpose of carry- 
ing a load or luggage in excess of that 
normally carried by the ordinary motor car. 


For paragraph (b) of item 17 of Schedule I, 
Table I, of the Schedule the following paragrapb 
shall be substituted— 


(b) Commercial vehicles other than vehicles 
included in (a) above. Motor trucks, motor 
vans, motor omnibuses, motor chassis, steam 
waggons, and trailers constructed for the 
conveyance or haulage of goods or passengers, 
together with their appropriate equipment. 


THE HON. THE FINANCIAL SECRETARY: Sir, 
I think L should say a word on this as the 
matter is not free from dispute. Within 
the last year or so motor manufacturers, mainly 
American, have been sending to this Protectorate 
cars which are primarily constructed for 
passenger use but which carry a small tray at 
the back in which can be put packages which 
would otherwise go in the boot of an ordinary 
ear. They have been classed hitherto as 
commercial vehicles and pay the commercial 
rate of duty. For example I can quote one 
ease in which the duty paid on a car of this 
description was £28 &s. 9d., whereas if the car 
had been classed as a passenger car the duty 
would have amounted to £73 10s. Od. There 
has been a number of such vehicles imported 
and our loss in the last year was about £800 
in import duty. Now, 1 know this is rather a 
diflicult subject because it is not easy to say 
whether a car is a passenger car or a commercial 
car when it is constructed for dual purposes, 
and the object of this Resolution is to enable 
the Comptroller of Customs to determine in 
any particular case whether a vehicle is primarily 
a commercial vehicle or a passenger vehicle. 


THE Hon. Mr. W. TarT-BowlE: I understand 
that under this Resolution discretionary power 
is given to the Comptroller of Customs to 
decide whether or not a vehicle is primarily 
a commercial or a passenger vehicle. 

THE HON. THE FINANCIAL SECRETARY: 
That is so. 


The Resolution was seconded, put and carried, 
nem. con. 


CusToMs EXEMPTION. 


THE HON. THE FINANCIAL SECRETARY: Sir, 
I beg to move that this Council do, by 
Resolution, approve the refund by the Govern- 
ment of the Protectorate of any duty payable 
under the provisions of the Customs Ordinance 
(Cap. 47 of the Laws) by the Blantyre Municipal 
Council in respect of the importation of electric 
light plant and subsidiary material of such 
plant. 


The position at the moment, Sir, under the 
Customs Ordinance is that no refund of duty 
on this plant can be made, and the only way 
of making such refund possible is by a 
Resolution of this Council. It is hoped that at 
some future date we may amend the Ordinance 
itself so as to give municipalities the right of 
exemption in respect of plant of this nature 
when it is imported for the benefit of the 
community. The amount now at stake is about 
£500 on plant costing approximately £5,000. 
Prior to November last the rate of import 
duty was 8 per cent. ad valorem but from that 
date the rate was increased to 10 per cent. as 
a war measure. 


THE Hon. Mr. P. W. SKERRETT: [ would 
like to express appreciation, on behalf of the 
Blantyre Town Council, of the Resolution 
which has just been put forward by the 
Honourable the Financial Secretary. We 
obtained from Government a certain loan which 
we very carefully considered, and as the 
Honourable the Financial Secretary has just 
stated the duty was then only 8 per cent; but’ 
after the rate of duty was raised to 10 per cent. 
it increased the amount to a figure we had not 
budgeted for and we should have been put to 
considerable trouble to have met it. [therefore 
wish to make this expression of appreciation on 
behalf of the Blantyre Town Council. 


The Resolution was seconded, put and carried 
nem. con. 


PRESENTATION TO His MAJESTY’s GOVERN- 
MENT OF EXCESS SURPLUS BALANCES. 


Tne Hon. THE FINANCIAL SECRETARY: Six, 
I beg to move that this Council do, by 
Resolution, approve the presentation to His 
Majesty's Government of any free surplus 
Government balances which at the 81st of 
December, 1939 were in excess of the free 
surplus of £182,850 which Government held at 
the Ist of January, 1939, and that any further 
excess that may accrue during the year 1940 or 
during any year of the war in excess of the 
aforesaid figure of £132,850 shall also be 
presented to His Majesty’s Government. 


This matter was debated at the last meeting 
of this Council and was mentioned by me in my 
memorandum on the draft estimates. The 
“gesture”, as it was then called, was agreed to 
by Council and we have recently been informed 
that it has been gratefully accepted by the 
Secretary of State. 


It has been rather difficult to arrive at the 
free surplus at the end of March, 1939, because 
unfortunately the Treasury accounts are not 
yet completed, but I believe my figures are near 
enough for me to say that the free surplus 
should not be less than £20,000 at the end of 
December last. We have been asked by the 
Secretary of State whether we are prepared to 
donate that to His Majesty's Government and 
what sum we shall have for donation at the end 
of 1940. It is still rather early to say what we 
shall have at the end of 1940 but on my present 
calculations I hope we shall have some £30,000. 


THE Hon. MR. W. Tatt-BOWIE: The 
principle of the “gesture”, as the Honourable 
the Financial Secretary has stated, was accepted 
at the last meeting of the Council, and I think it 
would be a waste of time to say anything further 
on the subject. 


His EXCELLENCY THE GOVERNOR: 
endorsed.

THE HON. THE CHIEF SECRETARY: Sir, I 
beg to move that the Standing Orders relating 
to the passage of Bills be suspended at this 
Meeting of the Council to facilitate the despatch 
of business.

BILLS. 
THE NATIONAL SERVICE BILL. 


THE HON. THE CHIEF SECRETARY moved the 
introduction and first reading of a Bill entitled 
an Ordinance to make provision for securing 
and controlling the enlistment of men for 
service during the emergency and for purposes 
connected therewith. 

Seconded, put and carried, and the Bill was 
read a first time. 


THE HON. THE CHIEF SECRETARY moved 
that the Bill be read a second time and con- 
sidered in Committee. 

He said: This Bill, Sir, was approved in its 
main principle by the Economic Council a few 
days ago. 1 think every Honourable Member 
of this Council, except one, was present on that 
occasion. There is no disputing, and nobody 
has attempted to dispute, the necessity for this 
Bill although, as Your Excellency has said this 
morning, the response of voluntary effort has 
made the necessity not quite so obvious. The 
first thing that I have to impress on Honourable 
Members is that this Bill is not a compulsory 
military service Bill but a compulsory service 
Bill. Only volunteers will be called upon to 
perform military service. That obviates the 
necessity for the provision, as in other Bills of 
this nature—notably the English Act—for the 
exemption of conscientious objectors. 


Council will observe that the Bill provides for 
compulsory service by Europeans and Asiatics. 
You have been assured, Sir, by the Provincial 
Commissioners, who are in a position to know, 
that the Asiatic community of this country not 
only welcome their inclusion in the Bill but 


| would have felt distinctly hurt if they had been 


oo ee 


left out. When we come to the Committee 
stage of the Bill, Sir, I shall have certain 
amendments to move which have materialised 
since the Bill was scrutinised by the Economic 
Council and subsequently passed for publication 
by the Executive Council. There are additional 
exemptions relating to Dominion subjects, 
Missionaries, Clerks in Holy Orders, etc. The 
Secretary of State in his despatch which we 
received in:October, 1939, also asked that you 
should make provision for cases of exceptional 
hardship. I think, Sir, that the powers given to 
the special tribunal in the Bill will enable that 
tribunal to dea) with such cases. 


I do not propose to detain Council with 
details of any further amendments. There are 
one or two others which we will take in 
Committee. 


THE Hon. Mr. W. Tait BowlE: Your Excel- 
lency, I don’t think this isa time for speeches. 
So far as I am concerned, the principles which are 
embodied in this Bill are those principles which 
were urged upon the Government of Nyasaland 
when it was thought that hostilities were 
imminent. The reason for urging that it should 
be a Compulsory Service Bill was not that it 
was feared that there would be no response to 
a call for voluntary effort but that it was felt 
that if in a time of emergency everything was 
left to voluntary effort there would not be a 
proper co-ordination of that effort, and it is 
because the public considered that the whole 
strength of the country should be co-ordinated 
that they pressed that some such measure 
should be brought forward and they now give 
their support to the principles of the Bill which 
is before us. 


Seconded, put and carried, and the Bill was 
read a second time. 


Council in Committee. 
The Bill was considered clause by clause. 


THE HON. THE CHIEF SECRETARY: I have 
an amendment to clause 3. There should be 
new sub-puragraphs to this clause. A semi- 
colon should be inserted after (b) and the 
following addition made :— 


(c) if he is under the provisions of any Act in 
force in a Dominion, a national or citizen 
of that Dominion within the meaning of 
that Act, or who is a person born or 
domiciled in a Dominion, if in either case 
he has been ordinarily resident in this 
Protectorate for less than two yeurs ; or 

(d) if he isa 
(i) Clerk in Holy Orders ; 

(ii) 


Minister of a recognised religious 


denomination ; 

(iii) lay Missionary ; 

(iv) Trade Commissioner for the United 
Kingdom or for a Dominion. 


Tyr Hon. AND RIGHT REVEREND THE 
BISHOP OF NYASALAND: Is that exemption in 
regard to lay missionaries made on the 
suggestion of the missionaries themselves or on 
Government's initiative ? 

His EXCELLENCY THE GOVERNOR: It is on 
all fours with the procedure adopted in other 
Dominions and in the United Kingdom. 


The amendment was agreed. 


Tur Hon. Mr. P. W. SKERRETT: With 
regard to clause 7, sub-clause (4), may I suggest 
that the words “in the discretion of the 
presiding officer" be deleted, the reason being 
that parties who wish to be represented by a 
pleader may not know when they can present 
their case in front of the presiding officer. I 
think the words are more or less unnecessary. 


His EXCELLENCY THE GOVERNOR: Is there 


any special point in them ? 


THE HoN. THE ATTORNEY-GENERAL: No 
Sir, the only point was that proceedings might 
be unduly prolonged if pleaders appeared and I 
thought that by having a Judicial officer, the 
Judge of the High Court, presiding, discretion 
might very well be vested in him. Your 
fixcellency will know that in other classes of 
cases representation by Counsel is a privilege. 
However, there is no legal objection at all to 
the proposal. It is merely one of policy. 


His EXcCELLENCY THE GOVERNOR: 
would the amended sub-clause read ? 


How 


Tue Hon. THE ATTORNEY-GENERAL: “ Par- 
ties to proceedings before the permanent 
tribunal may be represented by a pleader.” 


The amendment was agreed. 


THE HON. THE CHIEF SECRETARY: I propose 
that clause 8 (1) should be amended by the 
deletion from the last line of the words 
“requirements contained therein” and the 
insertion in their place of the words “ obligation 
to perform full or part time service under this 
Ordinance”. 


His EXcELLENCY THE GOVERNOR: The 
object being to obtain precision ? 

THE HON. THE CHIEF SECRETARY: Yes, Sir. 

The amendment was agreed. 


THE HON. THE CHIEF SECRETARY: In sub- 
clause (1) of clause 13 (line 4) I propose that 
the words “ first” and “ July" be inserted in the 
blank spaces provided ; and in sub-clause (2) of 
that clause (lines 1 and 2) the words “ first” and 
“July” be inserted in the blank spaces provided. 

His EXcELLENCY THE GOVERNOR: Will that 
give reasonable time? 

THE Hon. Mk. W. TArt-BOWIE: Everybody 
knows that the law is coming and that we are 
considering the matter to-day. I think the first 
of July does give reasonable time. 


The amendment was agreed. 


THe Hon. Mr. P. W. SKERRETT: A question 
arises in my own mind, Sir, as to whether a fine 
not exceeding £100 as provided in clause 14 is a 
high enough penalty. 

His EXCELLENCY THE GOVERNOR: I should 
like the feeling of the Council on that point. 


THE Hon. Mr. W. Tait-Bowlg: I think it is 
quite high enough, Sir. 


Tue Hon. Mr. H. B. WILson: Yes, I think it 
is high enough. 

His EXCELLENCY THE GOVERNOR: Do you 
wish to press your point, Mr. Skerrett ? 

THE Hon. Mr. P. W. SKERRETT: No, Sir. 
| His EXCELLENCY THE GOVERNOR: The 
suggestion will, of course, be embodied in the 
record of the proceedings and the very suggestion 
may operate in the direction in which you wish. 

THE Hon. THE CHIEF SECRETARY: May I 
ask whether this £100 is the same figure us that 
in the Rhodesian Act. 

THE HON. THE ATTORNEY-GENERAL: Yes, it 
| is the same. 

THE Hon. Mr. H. B. WILSon: Would it be a 
continuing offence or a new offence every day ? 
| THE HON. THE ATTORNEY-GENERAL: It 

would be a new offence every time. 

THE Hon. Mr. H. B. WILSON: Then oughtn’t 
it to say so? 

THE HON. THE ATTORNEY-GENERAL: I don't 
think it is necessary. 

THE How. Mr. H. B. WILSON: Well supposing 
an employer was fined for not allowing a man to 
go, and after being fined he still continued to 
refuse to allow him to go, would he be fined 
| again ? 
| THE HON. THE ATTORNEY-GENERAL: No, not 

in respect of that offence. 
| THE Hon. Mr. H. B. WILSON: But that is 
not what you want, is it? He might just pay his 


hundred pounds, continue to refuse to release 
his employee, and that would be the end of it. 


Tue HON. AND RIGHT REVEREND THE BISHOP 
OF NYASALAND: Would that not be tantamount 
to treason ? 


THE HON. THE ATTORNEY-GENERAL: No. 


Treason is a well defined offence. 

His EXCELLENCY THE GOVERNOR: Presum- 
ably what in practice would happen is that the 
dilinquent, having been fined and thus brought 
out into the open, would immediately be the 
subject of an order by the Director of Man-Power 
followed by the release of the employee. His 
case would not be allowed to drop. It would be 
followed up by the Director of Man-Power and 
the employee removed from his service. I gather 
that the Honourable Member does not wish to 
put the suggestion to a vote: he merely empha- 
sises by his suggestion the desirability of making 
things as difficult as possible for those who 
refuse to play. 

Tue Hon. Mr. H. B. WILSON: That is so, Sir. 

Agreed that clause 14 stand part of the Bill. 

His BXCELLENCY THE GOVERNOR: As re- 
gards clause 15, have Honourable Members 
who discussed at a recent meeting of Economic 
Council the obligations which should be laid 
upon employers given further thought to this 
matter? Lt is an important point and I should 
not like there to be any misunderstanding 
whatever in passing this clause. 


No comment. 
part of the Bill. 


Council resumed. 


THe HON. THE CHIEF SECRETARY moved 
that the Bill as amended be read a third time 
and passed. 


Agreed that clause 15 stand 
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Seconded, put and carried, and the Bill was 
read a third time and passed. 


His EXCELLENCY THE GOVERNOR: Before 
we pass on to the next business, Gentlemen, I 
should like to tell you that as soon as this 
Ordinance has received my assent I propose to 
appoint as members of the permanent tribunal 
the Honourable Mr. Justice Musgrave Thomas, 
the Honourable the Chief Secretary to the 
Government of the Protectorate, the Honourable 
the Financial Secretary, Colonel Sanders and 
Mr. Duncan. I trust that those nominations 
will meet with the general approval of the 
Territory. 


THE WIDOWS AND ORPHANS PENSIONS 
(AMENDMENT) BILL. 


THE HON. THE FINANCIAL SECRETARY mov- 
ed the introduction and first reading of a Bill 
entitled an Ordinance to amend the Widows 
and Orphans Pensions Ordinance. 


Seconded, put and carried, and the Bill was 
read a first time. 


THE HON. THB FINANCIAL SECRETARY mov- 
ed that the Bill be read a second time and 
considered in Committee. 


He said: As stated by the Attorney-General 
under “Objects and Reasons”, the Bill is design- 
ed to ensure that civil servants who are drawing 
military pay in excess of their normal civil 
salaries will not be required to pay a higher con- 
tribution to the Widows and Orphans Pensions 
Scheme, and that members of the public employ- 
ed with a military unit raised by the Government 
will not be compelled to become contributors 
under the Ordinance. The Bill also deals with 
the recovery of contributions from the pay of 
military officers and the position of those officers 
who are entitled to elect to contribute to the 
scheme but do not do so. 


The amendment under Section 2, Sub-section 
(2), gives effect to the decision of the Secretary 
of State to recognise the Kenya and Uganda 
Railways and Harbours Superannuation Fund 
asanapproved scheme. Formerly the Ordinance 
was applied only to an approved scheme which 
was defined as “a scheme established in a British 
Colony or Protectorate outside East Africa’. 
This had the effect of excluding the Kenya 
and Uganda Railways and Harbours Superan- 
nuation Fund. 


Seconded, put and carried, and the Bill was 
read a second time. 
Council in Committee. 
The Bill was considered clause by clause and 
adopted without amendment. 
Council resumed. 


THE HON. THE FINANCIAL SECRETARY moy- 
ed that the Bill be read a third time and passed. 


Seconded, put and carried, and the Bill was 
read a third time and passed. 


THE MINIMUM WAGE (AMENDMENT) BILL. 


THE HON. THE ATTORNEY-GENERAL moved 
the introduction and first reading of a Bill 
entitled an Ordinance to amend the Minimum 
Wage Ordinance, 1939. 


Seconded, put and carried, and the Bill was 
read a first time. 


THE HON. THE ATTORNEY-GENERAL moved 
that the Bill be read a second time and considered 
in Committee. 


He said: Sir, this Bill, which amends the 
Minimum Wage Ordinance, 1989, is introduced 
at the request of the Secretary of State. The 
amendment, unfortunately, was not moved in 
Committee stage when the principal Ordinance 
was before Council. The object of the amend- 
ment, which is based on Section 9 of the Trade 
Board Act, 1918, is to make clear what amount 
of wages due can be ordered by the Court to be 
paid, in addition to any penalty awarded at the 
same time on conviction of an employer of the 
offence of failing to pay proper wages. 


Seconded, put and carried, and the Bill was 
read a second time. 


Council in Committee. 


The Bill was considered clause by clause and 
adopted without amendment. 


Council resumed. 


THE HON. THE ATTORNEY-GENERAL moved 
that the Bill be read a third time and passed. 


Seconded, put and carried, and the Bill was 
read a third time and passed. 


THE TOBACCO MARKETING (AMENDMENT) BILL. 


THE HON. THE FINANCIAL SECRETARY 
moved the introduction and first reading of a 
Bill entitled an Ordinance to amend the Tobacco 
Marketing Ordinance, 1987. 


Seconded, put and carried, and the Bill was 
read a first time. 


THE HON. THE FINANCIAL SECRETARY 
moved that the Bill be read a second time and 
considered in Committee. 


He said: The Bill now before Council is 
the result of representations made to Govern- 
ment by the Tobacco Control Board, supported 
by the Native Tobacco Board, based on exper- 
ience during the last two tobacco seasons. 
Under the Ordinance as it} now stands scrap 
tobacco need not be sold on the auction floor. 
The result of this has been that scrap tobacco, 
which is defined as “ broken tobacco of a length 
of less than 4 inches,” has been mixed with 
tobacco which does not fall within that definition 
and has been purchased direct by local 
manufacturers. This has meant that some 
| buyers for foreign markets, who would have 
been glad to get good short-leaf tobacco, have 
been deprived of it, and local manufacturers, 
buying direct from the natives, have not always 
paid an economic price for it. The object of 
this Bill which provides that scrap tobacco shall 
in future be sold on the auction floor is to ensure 
that buyers for foreign markets shall not be 
i deprived of the opportunity of buying, and that 
| natives shall get a fair price for, scrap tobacco. 


Seconded, put and carried, and the Bill was 
read a second time. 
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Council in Committee. 


The Bill was considered clause by clause and 
adopted without amendment. 


Council resumed. 


THE HON. THE FINANCIAL SECRETARY 
moved that the Bill be read a third time and 
passed. 


Seconded, put and carried, and the Bill was 
read a third time and passed. 


THE Docs (AMENDMENT) BILL. 


THE Hon. Mr. A. G.O. HopGson moved 
the introduction and first reading of a Bill 
entitled an Ordinance to amend the Dogs Ordin- 
ance. 


Seconded, put and carried, and the Bill was 
read a first time. 


THE Hon. Mr. A.G.O. HopGson moved 
that the Bill be read a second time and 
considered in Committee. 


He said: The Governor in Council already has 
powers to make rules for the destruction or 
detention of unlicensed dogs, and it is now 
proposed that he shall have similar power 
regarding all ownerless or neglected dogs. 


Seconded, put and carried, and the Bill was 
read a second time. 


Council in Committee. 


The Bill was considered clause by clause and 
adopted without amendment. 


Council resumed. 


THE Hon. Mr. A. G. O. HopGsoN moved 
that the Bill be read a third time and passed. 


Seconded, put and carried, and the Bill was 
read a third time and passed. 


THE TRADING WITH THE ENEMY (AMEND- 
MENT) BILL. 


THE HON. THE FINANCIAL SECRETARY 
moved the introduction and first reading of a 
Bill entitled an Ordinance to amend the Trading 
with the Enemy Ordinance, 1939. 


Seconded, put and carried, and the Bill was 
read a first time. 


THE HON. THE FINANCIAL SECRETARY moved 
that the Bill be read a second time and 
considered in Committee. 


He said: Our Ordinance was based on similar 
legislation in force in Tanganyika Territory, 
but the Secretary of State has raised objection 
to the enlargement in Section 2 of the Nyasaland 
Ordinance of the definition of an enemy subject. 
This enlargement covered eompanies incor- 
porated in Nyasaland of which one or more of 
the shareholders are enemy nationals or which 
are otherwise under enemy intluence. The 
Seeretary of State has pointed out that an 
incorporated body is a legal entity apart from 
the individuals who are its members and that 
it can have no nationality other than that of 
the country in which it is incorporated. Itis with 
the object of removing this anomaly that this Bill 
is now before Council. 


Seconded, put and carried, and the Bill was 
read a second time. 
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Council in Committee. 


The Bill was considered clause by clause and 
adopted without amendment. 


Council resumed. 


THE HON. THE FINANCIAL SECRETARY moved 
that the Bill be read a third time and passed. 


Seconded, put and carried, and the Bill was 
read a third time and passed. 


THE ADMINISTRATION OF ESTATES BY 
CONSULAR OFFICERS BILL. 


THE HON. THE ATTORNEY-GENERAL moved 
the introduction and first reading of a Bill 
entitled an Ordinance to provide for the 
administration of deceased aliens’ estates by 
Consular Ofticers. 


Seconded, put and carried, and the Bill was 
read a first time. 


THE HON. THE ATTORNEY-GENERAL moved 
that the Bill be read a second time and 
considered in Committee. 


He said: This Bill makes the necessary legal 
provision to fulfil the obligations contained in 
the Commercial Treaties with certain foreign 
countries in regard to the administration of the 
estates of deceased nationals of either party to 
the respective treaties dying in the territory of 
the other party. 


Eight countries are affected by the legislation 
and provision is made in all eight Treaties that 
in the event of the death of a subject of either 
of the High Contracting Parties in the territory 
of the other the competent consular officer of 
the State to which the deceased belonged shall 
in the circumstances described be empowered to 
take custody of and administer the estate of the 
deceased in the manner and under the 
limitations prescribed by the law of the country 
in which the property of the deceased is situated. 


While the Treaties do not contain an express 
provision respecting British protected persons, 
we have been advised that His Majesty's 
Government would be prepared to contend that 
any rights conferred by these Treaties in respect 
of the administration of estates of British 
subjects should be made available in the case of 
British protected persons. 


Seconded, put and carried, and the Bill was 
read a second time. 


Council in Committee. 
The Bill was considered clause by clause and 
adopted without amendment. 
Council resumed. 


THE Hon. THE ATTORNEY-GENERAL moved 
that the Bill be read a third time and passed. 


Seconded, put and carried, and the Bill was 
read a third time and passed. 


THE WILD BIRDS PROTECTION (AMENDMENT) 
BILL. 


THE Hon. Mr. A. G. O. HopGson moved 
the introduction and first reading of a Bill 
entitled an Ordinance to amend the Wild Birds 
Protection Ordinance. 


Seconded, put and carried, and the Bill was 
read a first time. 


THE Hon. Mr. A. G. O. HODGSON moved that 
the Bill be read a second time and considered in 
Comniittee. 


He said: The existing legislation provides 
that no wild birds shall be disposed of for sale. 
The object ot this Bill is to make it clear 
beyond any doubt that the prohibition applies 
to dead birds as well as to live birds, and also to 
parts of birds. It also makes the purchase of 
any such bird or part of a bird an offence. 


Seconded, put and carried, and the Bill was 
read a second time. 


Council in Committee. 


The Bill was considered clause by clause and 
adopted without amendment. 


Council resumed. 


THE Hon. MR. A. G. O. HopGSON moved 
that the Bill be read a third time and passed. 


Seconded, put and carried, and the Bill was 
read a third time and passed. 


THE PENSION (WaR SERVICE) BILL. 


THE HON. THE FINANCIAL SECRETARY moved 
the introduction and first reading of a Bill 
entitled an Ordinance to prescribe the pension 
rights of officers released for military service. 


Seconded, put and carried, and the Bill was 
read a first time. 


THE HON. THE FINANCIAL SECRETARY moved. 
that the Bill be read a second time and 
considered in Committee. 


He said: The Bill now before Council 
follows closely a draft model Ordinance received 
from the Secretary of State prescribing the 
pension rights of officers released for military 
service. The main objects of the Bill are to 
prescribe that officers who, with the approval of 
the Governor or the Secretary of State, are 
released for military service shall, in general, 
retain their existing pension rights. It applies 
to pensionable officers only unless the Governor 
otherwise directs in any particular case. The 
provisions are clearly defined in the Bill 
and do not, I think, need any detailed explana- 
tion. In brief, the draft Bill provides that the 
period of service with the military forces shall 
be regarded as leave on full pay for the purposes 
of Colonial pension, with certain stipulations as 
to the period that elupses between an ollicer’s 
release trom civil duiy and his joining up with 
the armed forces, and also the period which 
elapses between his leaving the army and his 
return to civil duty. 


The Bill further provides that if an officer 
who has been released for military service 
qualifies for a pension, or emoluments in lieu, 
from the military authorities the period of 
military service shall count as leave without pay 
and shall count as qualifying service but 
not for Colonial pension. Further, if an ofticer 
is injured or killed during the war as a 
result of his military service he shall not be 
deemed to have been injured or killed in 
discharge of his duties with the Colonial Govern- 
ment under section 19 of the Pensions Ordi- 
nance. 


Seconded, put and carried, and the Bill was 
read a second time.

THE HON. THE FINANCIAL SECRETARY moved 
that the Bill be read a third time and passed. 


Seconded, put and carried, and the Bill was 
read a third time and passed. 


THE FINANCIAL OFFICERS (CHANGE OF 
TITLE) BILL. 


THE HON. THE CHIEF SECRETARY moved the 
introduction and first reading of a Bill entitled 
an Ordinance to provide for the change of the 
titles of the principal Financial Officers appear- 
ing in enactments. 


Seconded, put and carried, and the Bill was 
read a first, time. 


THE HON. THE CHIEF SECRETARY moved 
that the Bill be read a second time and 
considered in Committee. 


He said: This is a purely formal Bill neces- 
sitated by the changes in the titles of the 
financial officers from Treasurer to Financial 
Secretary and Accountant-General. The Ordin- 
ances affected are set out in the first and 
second schedules to the Bill. 


Seconded, put and carried, and the Bill was 
read a second time. 


Council in Committee. 


The Bill was considered clause by clause and 
adopted without amendment. 


Council resumed. 


THE HON. THE CHIEF SECRETARY moved 
that the Bill be read a third time and passed. 


Seconded, put and carried, and the Bill was 
read a third time and passed. 


THE FIREARMS AND AMMUNITION 
(AMENDMENT) BILL. 


THE HON. THE ATTORNEY-GENERAL moved 
the introduction and first reading of a Bill 
entitled an Ordinance to amend the Firearms 
and Ammunition Ordinance. 


Seconded, put and carried, and the Bill was 
read a first time. 


THE Hon. THE ATTORNEY-GENERAL moved 
that the Bill be read a second time and 
considered in Comunittee. 

He said: The main purpose which this Bill is 
designed to fulfil is the establishment of a 
central registry of firearms in place of the old 
district registries. In time of emergency it is 
essential that the owners and whereabouts of 
all firearms should be known to the authorities. 
The fact that a large number of firearms in this 
territory could not be accounted for brought 
the matter to a head, and it has now been 
decided that the Police Officer in Zomba shall 
preside over a central registry which will have 
a register of every firearm and owner in the 
territory. 

I don’t think any of the clauses require an 
explanation at this stage of the proceedings. 


Seconded, put and carried, and the Bill was 
read a second time. 
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Council in Committee. 


His EXCELLENCY THE GOVERNOR: Am I to 
understand that this Bill has already come 
under the scrutiny of Honourable Members? 
Has it been published long enough for them to 
grasp the implications of it? 


THE HON. THE ATTORNEY-GENERAL: Yes, 
Sir. 


Tue Hon. Mr. W. Tait BowIE: 
been in my hands for some time. 


It has 


His EXCELLENCY THE GOVERNOR: I was 
thinking of Mr. Barrow who has just joined us. 
I don't know whether he has had time to 
consider it. 


THE Hon. Mr. M. P. Barrow: No Sir, I 
have not had time to study it carefully. 


His EXCELLENCY THE GOVERNOR: Then I 
think it would be as well, Mr. Attorney, to 
describe in Committee the effect of the 
measure. 


THE HON. THE ATTORNEY-GENERAL: Clause 
4. The amendment to section 6 of the Ordi- 
nance provides for the address as well as the 
name of the owner to be given, and line 7 is 
amended to read “ ammunition together 
with a description thereof.” Clauses 5 and 6 are 
self-explanatory. 


Clause 7. The obligation was for the licence 
to contain the surname of the owner. It now 
requires the full name and description. 


Clause 8. This is complete as it stands. 
Clause 9. 
Clause 10 is self-explanatory. 


The amendment is consequential. 


Clause 11 is the section providing for the 
establishment of a central registry. 


Clause 12 increases the punishment by permit- 
ting forfeiture. 


Council resumed. 


THE HON. THE ATTORNEY-GENERAL moved 
that the Bill be read a third time and passed. 


Seconded, put and carried, and the Bill was 
read a third time and passed. 


THE COMPENSATION (DEFENCE) BILL. 


THe HON. THE FINANCIAL SECRETARY 
moved the introduction and first reading of a 
Bill entitled an Ordinance to make provision for 
compensation in respect of action taken in the 
exercise of certain emergency powers. 

Seconded, put and carried, and the Bill was 
read a first time. 


Tuk HON. THE FINANCIAL SECRETARY 
moved that the Bill be read a second time and 
considered in Committee. 


He said: If I did justice to this Bill I should be 
speaking fora very long time, andI think that if 
I refer to the Attorney-General’s “Objects and 
Reasons” it will make the main purpose of the 
Bill sufficiently obvious. It is to make provision 
for the payment of compensation for loss 
incurred by reason of administrative action taken 
under the authority of the emergency legislation 
in force in the Protectorate. The Bill deals 


with the requisition and the acquisition of 
property of various kinds and with the compen- 
sation payable in respect of such acquisition or 
requisition and with the tribunal which is to 
assess that compensation. I think that con- 
sideration of the clauses of the Bill in Committee 
would best facilitate business. 


His EXcCELLENCY THE GOVERNOR: I suppose 
it would not be the wish of any Honourable 
Member to take this Bill to a Select Committee 
for separate consideration—a Select Committee 
which would submit its report in perhaps 24 
hours’ time ? 


Tur Hon. Mr. W. Tarr BowtE: It seems to 
me the natural complement of the emergency 
legislation which gives power to acquire 
property; this Bill lays down the lines on 
which you will proceed in assessing the compen- 
sation in respect of the exercise of such powers, 
or of damage done. I don’t think it is necessary 
that it should take a longer time to consider. 
It has been in our hands for a considerable time. 


Seconded, put and carried, and the Bill was 
read « second time. 


Council in Committee. 


THE Hon. Mr. W. Tarr Bowre: Might I 
suggest that from clause 4 onwards the Honour- 
able Financial Secretary should just briefly give 
an indication of the full effects of the Bill. 


THe HoN. THE FINANCIAL SECRETARY: 
Clause 4 provides for the payment of compensa- 
tion in respect of the possession by Government 
of any land, which includes buildings or parts of 
buildings and land covered with water, or the 
requisition of any property other than land, or 
any work done on any land otherwise than by 
way of measures taken to avoid the spreading of 
the consequence of damage caused by war 
operations. 


Clause 5 explains how the appropriate compen- 
sation in respect of rent, etc. for the possession 
of land is to be arrived at. 


Clause 6 deals with compensation for the 
doing of any work on any land. 


His EXCELLENCY THE GOVERNOR: I see 
that compensation is only payable if the annual 
value of the land has diminished. 


THE HON. THE FINANCIAL SECRETARY: 
Clause 7 deals with compensation payable in 
respect of the charter or hire of any vessel, 
vehicle or aircraft. 

Clause 8 deals with compensation payable in 
respect of the acquisition of any vessel, vehicle 
or aircraft. 

Clause 9 deals with the date on which any 
vessel, vehicle or aircraft may be deemed to have 


been acquired by or sold on behalf of the 
Government. 
His EXcELLENCY THE GOVERNOR: Forgive 


my reading this clause rather carefully, but the 
date becume important in Hast Africa in regard 
to vessels, vehicles and aircraft requisitioned. 
On the date depended whether the War Depart- 
ment would pay or the Civil Government. I 
wanted to make sure that there is nothing in 
this Bill which imposes obligation on either 
party without its being aware of it. 


THE HON. THE FINANCIAL SECRETARY: 
Clause 10 deals with compensation in respect of 
the requisition of any space or accommodation 
in @ ship or aircraft. 


Clause 11 deals with compensation payable in 
respect of the requisition of goods. 


Clause 12 provides for the hearing of disputes 
by a Claims Tribunal. 


Clause 18 lays down the constitution and 
specifies the conduct of the Claims Tribunal. 


His EXCELLENCY THE GOVERNOR: Before 
passing this clause I should like to enquire, Mr. 
Chief Secretary, whether His Honour the Judge 
of the High Court has been consulted in this 
matter. 


THE HON. THE CHIEF SECRETARY: He 
was appointed Chairman of the Board at the 
beginning of the war, under some regulation. 


His EXCELLENCY THE GOVERNOR: A 
similar law or the same law ? 
THE HON. THE ATTORNEY-GENERAL: The 


same law, Sir. 


THE HON. THE FINANCIAL SECRETARY: 
Clause 14 defines the powers of the Claims 
Tribunal. 


: Clause 15 provides for the payment of interest 
in respect of any delay in the payment of com- 
pensation awarded by the Tribunal. 


His EXCELLENCY THE GOVERNOR: “As 
the Governor may from time to time direct”? 


THE HON. THE FINANCIAL SECRETARY: 
That refers to the rate of interest, Sir. Interest 
is payable, but Your Excellency lays down the 
rate. 


THE Hon. Mr. H. B. WILson: Should not 
we specify a reasonable time after the decision 
is given ? 

His EXCELLENCY THE GOVERNOR: It comes 
to the same thing, doesn’t it? Because I should 
assess the rate in relation to the time elapsing 
between the incurment of the debt and the 
payment of it. 


THE Hon. Mr. H. B. WILSON: I don’t 
quite follow that remark of yours, Sir. From 
the wording of the clause I should say that from 
the moment compensation is awarded by the 
Tribunal interest at a rate not exceeding 6 per 
cent. will become payable. Should we not give 
the Government some time in which to make 
their arrangements to pay ? 


THE HON. THE FINANCIAL SECRETARY: I 
think there is something in that. The Tribunal 
might well award a sum to-day and not pay 
until next week. The sum should not, I think, 
bear interest for that one week. 

His EXCELLENCY THK GOVERNOR: 
what I meant when I said that the Governor 
would assess the rate of interest to be paid. 


THE HON. THE FINANCIAL SECRETARY: But 
I think no interest should be paid at all for that 
week. 

His EXCELLENCY THE GOVERNOR: I see 
your point, but I think we should endeavour to 
ensure that Government gets a moveon. In 


That is | 
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dealing with Government Boards the difficulty 
is to get anybody to move at all. The matter 
passes out of the hands of the Board into the 
hands of a mechanician who is apt to think that 
to-day or to-morrow or next week are all the 
same. I should hate to see that happening here. 


THE HON. THE FINANCIAL SECRETARY: I 
should like to see a period of two weeks in which 
Government would not be liable to pay interest. 
With the best intentions in the world it is 
impossible to avoid some slight lapse of time in 
cases of this kind. 


THE Hon. Mr. P. W. SKERRETT: Why not 
adopt the usual commercial procedure and allow 
a period of 80 days in which to pay, free of 
interest. 


THE Hon. Mr. W. Tait Bowie: In some 
cases in commercial dealings the amount is pay- 
able immediately the debt is incurred and 
interest starts to accrue from that date. It 
depends entirely on the terms of the agreement. 


THE HON. THE FINANCIAL SECRETARY: I 
would not like to pay interest in respect of the 
week when the mechanics of the payment are 
being brought into operation. 


His EXCELLENCY THE GOVERNOR: Well, 
let us leave this clause in Committee at the 
moment for the Honourable the Attorney- 
General to consider an amendment, and let us 
pass on to the other clauses. 


THE HON. THE FINANCIAL SECRETARY: 
Clause 16 deals with the question of notification 
of claims, stipulates the period for the entertain- 
ment of such claims, and prescribes penalties for 
false declarations. 


Clause 17 stipulates that compensation shall 
not be payable in certain cases, e.g. the acquisi- 
tion on behalf of the Governor of any currency, 
gold or securities or damages recoverable from 
other parties. 


Clause 18 governs the payment of compensa- 
tion in respect of property which is subject to 
hire-purchase agreement. 


Clause 19 provides that any sum paid by way 
of compensation in respect of property which is 
subject to any mortgage, pledge, lien or other 
similar obligation shall be deemed to be com- 
prised in that mortgage, pledge, lien or other 
obligation. 


Clause 20 stipulates that the provisions of 
this Ordinance shall be without prejudice to 
any agreement for the payment of compensation 
or otherwise in respect of the doing of anything 
on behalf of the Governor in the exercise of 
emergency powers, but where compensation 
would, apart from this section, be payable both 
under this Ordinance and some other enactment 
or rule of law, then, subject to any such agree- 
ment as aforesaid, compensation will be paid in 
accordance with this Ordinance and not other- 
wise. 

His EXCBLLENCY THE GOVERNOR: Clauses 21 
and 22 are self-evident. The Bill is left in 
Committee until a later stage in this Session— 
until you are ready, Mr. Attorney. 


Council resumed. 


THE KiNe’s AFRICAN RIFLES (AMENDMENT) 
BILL. 


THE HON. THE CHIEF SECRETARY moved the 
introduction and first reading of a Bill entitled 
an Ordinance to amend the King’s African 
Rifles Ordinance, 19386. 


Seconded, put and carried, and the Bill was 
read a first time. 


THE HON. THE CHIEF SECRETARY moved that 
the Bill be read a second time and considered 
in Committee. 


He said: This Bill, Sir, is the result of a 
request from the General Officer Commanding 
that this Government should make the position 
with regard to gratuities for soldiers on discharge 
uniform with the other territories. The other 
amendment is the substitution of the words 
“ Ofticer Commanding the Troops” for “ Brigade 
Commander ". 


Seconded, put and carried, and the Bill was 
read a second time. 


Council in Committee. 


HIs EXCELLENCY THE GOVERNOR: I don’t 
quite know what is meant by the Officer 
Commanding the Troops. Does it mean the 
General Otticer Commanding or the Officer 
Commanding the particular troops concerned ? 
Could we have section 84 (1) of the principal 
Ordinance. 


THE HON. THE CHIEF SECRETARY: It reads 
“On the recommendation of the Brigade 
Commander”, whereas Section 84 (1) of the 
Kenya Ordinance reads “ On the recommendation 
of the Officer Commanding the Troops.” 

His EXCELLENCY THE GOVERNOR: Which of 
course means nothing at all. The Kenya 
Ordinance is an old one and the term “ Officer 
Commanding the Troops”’ dates back from time 
immemorial and means nothing at all. What 
I want to know is, what is meant by the “Brigade 
Commander”? Isit, forexample, Major-General 
Dickinson or is it Colonel Tucker. 


THE Hon. THE ATTORNEY-GENERAL: It is 
not clear certainly, but I don’t think it is of any 
significance in this case, Sir. The Ordinance 
merely provides for powers of delegation. 


His EXCELLENCY THRE GOVERNOR: Then it 
is of no importance and we can leave it. [am 
sorry to have raised a hare, but we have had 
difficulty over these things in East Africa. 


Council resumed. 


Tuk Hon. Hk CHIer SECRETARY moved 
that the Bill be read a third time and passed. 


Seconded, put and carried, and the Bill was 
read a third time and passed, 


Tur Hon. tHe ATTORNEY-GENERAL: Would 
you allow me to take the next three Ordinances 
together, Sir? 


His EXCELLENCY THE GOVERNOR: It would 
be ont of order to take them togetber, but 
perhaps you could explain them in one speech 
and they could be considered together in 
Committee. 
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THE POLICE (AMENDMENT) BILL. 


THE Hon. THE ATTORNEY-GENERAL moved 
the introduction and first reading of a Bill 
entitled an Ordinance to amend the Police 
Ordinance. 


Seconded, put and carried, and the Bill was 
read a first time. 


THE HON. THE ATTORNEY-GENERAL moved 
that the Bill be read a second time and 
considered in Committee. 


He said: I think it is unnecessary to make 
any reference to this and the succeeding two 
Bills at this stage. The “ Objects and Reasons” 
set out in detail the purposes for which this 
legislation is introduced. 

Seconded, put and carried, and the Bill was 
read a second time. 


THE ASYLUMS (AMENDMENT) BILL. 


Tut HON. THE ATTORNEY-GENERAL moved 
the introduction and first reading of a Bill 
entitled an Ordinance to amend the Asylums 
Ordinance. 


Seconded, put and carried, and the Bill was 
read a first time. 


THE HON. THE ATTORNEY-GENERAL moved 
that the Bill be read a second time and con- 
sidered in committee. 


Seconded, put and carried, and the Bill was 
read a second time. 


THE PRISONS (AMENDMENT) BILL. 


THE HON. THE ATTORNEY-GENERAL moved 
the introduction and first reading of a Bill 


entitled an Ordinance to amend the Prisons 
Ordinance. 


Seconded, put and carried, and the Bill was 
read a first time. 


THE Hon. THE ATTORNEY-GENERAL moved 
that the Bill be read a second time and con- 
sidered in Committee. 


Seconded, put and carried, and the Bill was 
read a second time. 


Council in Committee. 

The Police (Amendment) Bill, the Asylums 
(Amendment) Bill and the Prisons (Amendment) 
Bill were considered clause by clause and 
adopted without amendment. 


Council resumed, 
THE Hon. THE ATTORNEY-GENERAL moved 


that the Police (Amendment) Bill be read a third 
time and passed. 


Seconded, put and carried, and the Bill was 
read a third time and passed. 


THE HoN. THE ATTORNEY-GENERAL moved 
that the Asylums (Amendment) Bill be read a 
third time and passed. 


Seconded, put and carried, and the Bill was 
read a third time and passed. 


THE HON. THE ATTORNEY-GENERAL moved 
that the Prisons (Amendment) Bill be read a 
third time and passed. 


Seconded, put and carried, and the Bill was 
read a third time and passed. 


THE GAME (AMENDMENT) BILL. 


THE Hon. Mr. A. G. O. Honcson moved the 
introduction and first reading of a Bill entitled 
an Ordinance to amend the Game Ordinance. 


Seconded, put and carried, and the Bill was 
read a first time. 


THE Hon. MR. A. G. 0. HODGSON moved that 
the Bill be read a second time and considered 
in Committee. 


He said: The main object of the Bill is to 
meet the needs of any person who wishes to go 
out very occasionally and do a little shooting 
throughout the year. It introduces a new 
licence called a “Resident's Licence” which 
costs £2 and is available for twelve months, and 
obviates the necessity of taking out a full £5 
Protectorate Licence or condensing one’s shoot- 
ing intoa fortnight under a temporary £2 licence. 
It also raises the Native Licence from £1 to £2. 
I suggest that this is no hardship because almost 
every native hunter is a professional and he can 
still make a handsome profit: after paying £2; 
also the schedule allows the native hunter to 
kill more than he would normally be allowed to 
kill under the existing £1 Native Licence. 


THe Hon. Mr. H. B. Winson: I was not 
aware, Sir, that native hunters were allowed to 
sell meat for profit. 


His EXCELLENCY THE GOVERNOR: That is 
just the point that I myseif was going to ask 
the Honourable mover to explain. 


THE Hon. Mr. A. G. O. Hopeson: I think it 
is the practice, Sir. 


His EXCELLENCY THE GOVERNOR: It is new 
tome. Perhaps you wou!d explain it. 


THE Hon. Mr. A. G. O. Hopeson: Native 
hunters generally sell meat, Sir. It has been 
suggested by persons from time to time that its 
sale should be prohibited but it has never been 
brought before Council. 


His EXchLLENCY THE GOVERNOR: There is 
no legal sanction for prohibiting the sale of 
game shot by native hunters ? 


Tur Hon. Mr. A. G. O. Hopcson: I think 
not, Sir. 


Tue Hon. Mr. H. B. WiLson: The reason 
I asked was that I was under the impression 
that the Police had taken steps against natives 
in the Lower Shire district who had killed and 
sold game. 


THE Hon. Mr. A. G. O. HopGson: I think it 
was probably because they had no licence. 


THE Hon. Dr. H. 8S. de BOER: Also I suggest 
that a native hunter could not sell meat in 
a native market without its being passed as fit 
for human consumption. 


His EXCELLENCY THE GOVERNOR: Does any- 
one wish to speak to the second reading of this 
Bill on matters of principle? If not, I shall put 
the motion to Council. : 


Seconded, put and carried, and the Bill was 
read a second time. 
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Council in Committee. 


His EXCELLENCY THE GOVERNOR : I see there 
is provision in clause 2 for a new section 7 in 
the Ordinance which might possibly enable the 
sale of game meat to be prohibited if at some 
future time we decided that it would be a good 
thing to do so. Oram I wrong, Mr. Attorney ? 
Would we be misusing the power under the new 
sub-clause 7 (2)? 


Tne Hon. TH ATTORNEY-GENERAL: That 
limitation is confined to what is specified in the 
Ordinance or the Schedule. There would be no 
power to impose restrictions other than in those 
particular cases. 

His EXCELLENCY THE GOVERNOR: Or to 
prescribe Rules ? 

THE HoN. THE ATTORNEY-GENERAL: We 
have not done so yet, Sir. 


His EXCELLENCY THE GOVERNOR: But I 
would like to know what the rule-making power 
is. 


THE HON. THE ATTORNEY-GENERAL: There is 
power in section 3 of the Game Ordinance (Cap. 
70 of the Laws) to make rules “ prohibiting, 
restricting and regulating the hunting of any 
animal or, in any specified locality, of all 
animals.” 


His EXCELLENCY THE GOVERNOR: So that 
if at some future date it was considered 
administratively desirable to prohibit the sale 
of game meat in any particular area we have 
power in the law to do so. I think we can 
leave it at that, Mr. Wilson ? 


THE Hon. Mr. H. B. Wiuson: Yes, Sir. I 
presume that prohibition can be applied to 
particular districts ? 


THE HON. THE ATTORNEY-GENERAL: Yes, 
it can. 


THE HON. AND RIGHT REV. THE BISHOP OF 
NYASALAND : What is the meaning of the 
expression used in the Schedule under “ Hip- 
popotamus "—" not within a radius of ten miles 
of Monkey Bay where Hippopotamus shall be 
totally protected” ? i 


THE Jon. Mr. A. G. O. Hopeson : There is 
a park there, Sir. It is a Game Sanctuary. 
It was proposed to make a National Park there. 
At one time Mr. Rodney Wood took up residence 
at Monkey Bay and volunteered to be Honorary 
Game Warden there, and under Government 
Notice No. 63 of 1936 the hunting of any animal 
except fish was prohibited within a radius of 3 
miles of Mr. Casey's land at Monkey Bay. Later 
a radius of 10 miles around Monkey Bay was 
prescribed. 


His EXcCELLENCY THE GOVERNOR: The 
schedule is, of course, merely informative and 
not mandatory. It simply draws the visitor's 
attention to the fact that there is a law 
prohibiting the shooting of game in certain 
areas. I imagine, Mr. Attorney, that our 
Ordinance makes allowance for cases of “damage 
feasant ” ? 


THE HON. THE ATTORNEY-GENERAL: Yes, 
Sir. It is permissible to shoot without a licence 
in the case of protection of one’s person or 
one’s property. 


THE HON. AND RIGHT REV. THE BISHOP OF 
NYASALAND : Does “ personal property” include 
crops ? 


THE HON. THE ATTORNEY-GENERAL: Yes. 
Council resumed. 


THE Hon. Mr. A.G.O. HODGSON moved 
that the Bill be read a third time and passed. 


Seconded, put and carried, and the Bill was 
read a third time and passed. 


THE INCOME TAX (AMENDMENT) BILL. 


Tur HON. THE FINANCIAL SECRETARY moved 
the introduction and first reading of a Bill 
entitled an Ordinance to amend the Income Tax 
Ordinance. 


Seconded, put and carried, and the Bill was 
read a first time. 


THE HON. THE FINANCIAL SECRETARY moved 
that the Bill be read a second time and consi- 
dered in Committee. 


He said: The purposes of this Bill are 
explained under the Attorney-General's “Objects 
and Reasons”. The amendment made to the 
Income Tax Ordinance at the last meeting of 
this Council provided for surtax, but the 
schedule as printed then left doubt in the minds 
of certuin people as to what their liabilities were. 
Section 2 (2) of the Bill now before Council is 
an endeavour to adjust that difticulty. 


Section 3 is provided to enable rules to be 
made which will facilitate the collection of 
income tax and surtax. These rules have 
actually been prepared and considered by 
Executive Council and provide that persons who 
have considerable sums to pay in respect of 
income tax and surtax shall be allowed to do so 
by instalments. 


Seconded, put and carried, and the Bill was 
read a second time. 


Council in Committee. 


THE HON. THE FINANCIAL SECRETARY: 
It is proposed that a further amendment should 
be made by the addition after paragraph (i) of 
Section 8 of the principal Ordinance of the 
following paragraph : 

(j) the income of the Native Tobacco Board. 


This amendment should become clause 2 of 
the Bill now before Council and the present 
clauses 2, 3and 4 should be re-numbered 8, 4 
and 5. 


The object of the insertion is to provide that 
the income accruing to the Native Tobacco 
Board shall not be subject to tax, on the ground 
that the Board's income is derived from the 
procecds of the sale of native produce and goes 
back to the native, who is not liable for income 
tax. We hope, in dne course. by the use of the 
profits made in more prosperous times by 
the Native Tobacco Board to prevent undue 
depression, in leaner times, of the price paid to 
the native grower. 
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Council resumed. 


THE HON. THE FINANCIAL SECRETARY moved 
that the Bill as amended be read a third time 
and passed.

QUESTION. 


THE Hon. W. TalT BowIk asked the follow- 
ing question of which notice had been given :— 


Would the Honourable the Financial Secre- 
tary inform me what steps if any the Nyasaland 
Government is taking to enable the public of 
Nyasaland, especially the African population, 
to participate in the Nyasaland War Savings 
effort ? 

THE LON. THE FINANCIAL SECRETARY replicd 
as follows :— 

The Secretary of State for the Colonies has 
notified Government. that full consideration hes 
been given) by ao special Inter-Departmental 
Committee in the United Wingdom to the 
possibilities of the sale by Colonial Governments 
of United Kingdom Savings Certificates and 
Defence Bonds: and the conclusion has beer 
reached that the sale of securities in this way 
is impracticable owing to administrative diffieul- 
ties. 


After full consideration this Government has | 


reached the conclusion that it is also impractic- 


able to place on sale in’ Nyasaland any 
securities of its own, including Savings Certifi- 
cates. While fully appreciating the desire 


expressed in some quarters for local facilities for 
lending savings towards the United Kingdom 
war effort, Government is of opinion that the 
volume of business likely to be transacted 
would not justify the elaborate and expensive 
machine necessary for the introduction and 
administration of local schemes similar to those 
in operation in the United Kingdom. 


At the same time Government is desirous of 
providing a channel for the investment of local 
savings in the United Kingdom war effort. It 
is perhaps not generally understood that 
deposits in the Post Office Savings Bank are 
invested in London by the Crown Agents 
for the Colonies. It would not be prudent to 
sell existing securities in order to invest the 
proceeds in United Kingdom War Loans as the 
Protectorate’s existing holdings have depreci- 
ated, but if the community were to make greater 
use of the Post Office Savings Bank as a 
channel for investment the additional deposits 
would be available for the purchase of war 
securities and this would assist the United 
ingdom’s war effort. 

Government has under immediate considera- 
tion the inauguration of a campaign to bring 
these facts to the notice of all sections of the 
community, iueluding the African population : 
and it is hoped that the public response will be 
such as to satisfy those persons who have 
expressed the wish that Ny and shall be 
enabled to lend its savings to the United 
Kingdom during the present crisis.

Tuk NYASALAND DEF Force BILL.

THE HON, THE ACTING ATTORNEY-GENERAL 
moved the introduction and first reading of a 
Bill entitled an Ordinance to provide for the 
establishment of the Nyasaland Defence Force. 


Seconded, put and carried, and the Bill was 
read a first time. 


THE Hon. THE ACTING ATTORNEY-GENERAL 
moved that the Bill be read a second time and 
considered in Committee. 


He said: Your Excellency and Honourable 
Members, in rising to move the second reading 
of this Bill, which Lcan say with contidence is 
the most important provision before you to-day, 
1 wish to explain very shortly the circumstances 
which make Lis Excellency deem it necessary 
that a Bill of this kind should be placed before 
you. I shall then go on very shortly to explain 
the form of the Bill and T shall allude briefly to 
sone of the more important clauses. 


Wonvarable Members will remember that a 
few months ago they were asked lo pass into 
law a Bill called the National Service Ordinance. 
That duly became law. Under it certain steps 
were taken to provide the Officer Commanding, 
Kast Africa Force, with a suitable supply of 
Kuropean man-power. Accordingly, under His 
Excellency’s instructions, notices were issued to 
all men between the ages of 19 and 35 requiring 
them to report for service. A number of 
appeals against those notices were heard and a 
great number of young men went forward to 
join the colours in East Africa. This is of 
importance, L may say, in connection with one 
of the clauses of the Bill before you to-day. The 
result of that was that the European man-power 
aged from 19 to 35 was very seriously depleted 
and in considering how a Defence Force was to 
be constituted in this Territory account had to 
be taken of that fact. Now what is the object 
of the Bill before you to-day ? Very shortly its 
object is expressed in the long title, “to provide 
for the establishment of the Nyasaland Defence 
Force"’—a force for the defence of the Pro- 
tectorate. As Honourable Members may 
imagine, there may be a great number of ways 
in which the Protectorate may be threatened by 
aggression. [Lt may come from external sources, 
or again it may be what could be termed 
internal aggression. This leads to the necessity 
of having some force here which can be moved 
rapidly from place to place and can keep in 
check such aggression until regular forces can 
be brought forward. Then again, circumstances 
may arise Which may lead, as in the last war, to 
internal trouble. In such event some casily 
mobilised and easily movable fighting force for 
the purpose of putting down such trouble is 
essential. At the present moment we have no 
such force, and the object of this Bill is to 


j ensure that there will be such a force in future. 


Turning to the framework of the Bill itself. 
It is based on the Kenya Ordinance which was 


passed in 1937. It is not suggested for a 
moment that it is a model Ordinance, nor is it 


suggested that it might not have been possible 
to evolve a somewhat better one; but the reason 
why His Excellency deemed it desirable to 
follow the Kenya Ordinance is this. The 
Secretary of State has intimated very clearly 
that no form ot compulsory service is to be 
imposed unless he has a clear idea ef what form 
the Bill is to take and he has asked that 
wherever possible the Bill should be submitted 
to him before enactment, otherwise a telegram 
should be sent to him informing him what the 
shape of the Bill will be. In this case we have 
a pretty clear knowledge of the Bill which has 
been in force in Kenya for some three or four 
years, bas worked fairly well and can therefore 
be regarded as satisfactory. Had the option 
been taken of drafting a Bill and sending it 
home, possibly a longish delay might have 
occurred and to-day, as Honourable Members 
are aware, such dela may have very serious 
consequences. (Hear! Hear!). Accordingly it 
was thought far better to adopt a Bill in a 
shape which might not be entirely satisfactory 
rather than draft) a fresh Bill and 
unnecessary delay. 

The most salient feature of the Bill is Clause 
8 which divides the Force into two ¢ es, 
persons who have been passed fit for service in 
the field and persons who have not been passed 


cause 


fit for such service but who may be fit for such 
guard or clerical duties as may be required. 
This is a fundamental distinction as compared 
with the Kenya Ordinance. When the Kenya 
Ordinance was passed it was provided that “A” 
class should consist of men under 80 years of 
age and “B” class men over 30. It has not 
been practicable to follow this provision in this 
Protectorate for reasons which are obvious and 
which bear on what I have already said, 
namely that owing to the large demands made 
on our man-power by the General Officer 
Commanding we have not been able to retain 
more than an inconsiderahble number of men 
under 35 in the Protectorate. Therefore the 
best way was to divide them into those entirely 
fit for general service and. those who, although 


fit for certain duties, are not fit to act as part ; 


of the mobile force. The “A” class would be 
expected to deal with any trouble which might 
arise, whereas the other people would be used 
for guard and similar duties. 


Passing from there, you will see that the Bill 
is divided into three parts. The first part deals 
with the establishment, organisation and 
administration of the Force. The Force is for 
use mainly in the Protectorate, but for the 
defence of the Protectorate it may be necessary 
to go outside the Protectorate. As we all know, 
defence does not necessarily mean standing 
behind a wall or fighting in trenches: it may 
mean going outside and dealing the aggressor a 
blow on his own territory. 

The Bill provides for the appointment of a 
Commander of the Force and for the division of 
the Protectorate into districts which will not 
necessarily correspond with the administrative 
districts. 

Part Two deals with the constitution and 
enrolment of the Force, and in this part certain 
distinctions are made between our Bill and the 
Kenya Ordinance. In the Kenya Ordinance, 
which was passed in the time of peace, provision 
was made for notices to be posted outside 
Provincial Commissioners’ oftices in which the 
names of the people liable for service with the 
Force were shown. Here we are adopting a 
procedure similar to that which we have already 
employed successfully in the case of those called 
up under the National Service Ordinance, that 
is, individual notices and appeals from such 
notices to the permanent tribunal. 

Passing to Part Three, it will be seen that 
every member of Class “A” is expected to do 
such training as may be prescribed. Although 
it may be necessary to bring members up to a 
sufficient state of efficiency I am confident that 
the training will not be too onerous. In 
addition to this regular training all members of 
this class will be required to do fourteen days in 
camp. 

There are perhaps only two other clauses to 
which I need draw attention. The somewhat 
criticised clause 27 which deals with the question 
of pensions, gratuities and so forth. In that 
respect we have to remember that here again this 
clause was copied direct from the Kenya Ordi- 
nance and in Kenya it was apparently not found 
necessary to provide further than was provided 
there; but in order to make the clause seem a 


little less objectionable an amendment has been ; 


proposed which is tabled and which is before 
every Honourable Member. It will be noticed 


; public of Nyasaland. 


that provision is made that every pension or 
gratuity granted shall be in the discretion of the 
Governor. That is a very obvious precaution. 
To take an example, it may be that a member 
of the Force would, in order to save himself 
further trouble of serving, cut off a finger and 
so become disabled, in which case it would be 
rather ridiculous for a pension to be granted. 
For that reason every pension provision must 
be made permissive. Honourable Members 
may rest assured that every proper case of 
pension or gratuity will be fully satisfied. 


The last clause I shall draw attention to is 
Clause 10. The schedule contains a very large 
number of exemptions and [ should make 
Honourable Members aware at this stage that 
the exemptions are those which occur in other 
territories or which the Secretary of State has 
asked to have inserted in legislation of this 
nature. When the schedule comes to be 
discussed in Committee ‘I shall be able to quote 
the necessary authority in every case. 


THE Hon. W. TAIT BowlE: Your Excellency, 
I would like to say in connection with this Bill 
that about two to three years ago when war 
clouds were gathering over the world the 
unofficial community of Nyasaland urged that 
we should be prepared to mect eventualities if 
war did break out, and their urge was that 
nothing should be left to chance and that the 
whole of the resources of the country should be 
properly ordered and conscripted. The first 
step, of course, was the National Registration 
Ordinance. The second was the passing of the 
National Service Ordinance. This latter 
Ordinance to my mind, and notwithstanding the 
explanation which was given before this Council, 
recognised conscription in a very wide sense. 
The Defence Bill which is now before us is more 
an enlargement which is dealing with one phase 
of National Service. My reason for making 
these remarks is that I want it to be perfectly 
clear that this Defence Bill is not one which 
has been forced on any part of the community— 
it is a Bill which has been asked for. Itisa 
voluntary conscription Bill, that is to say, it has 
been consented to. At this point it is the 
principle we have to deal with. We have 
acknowledged and agreed to the principle so.let 
us say nothing more on that point. The 
principle of service has been accepted by the 
I feel, however, that I 
must refer to some of the detail of the Bill for 
the sake of letting it be known what some 
sections of the public think. Some years ago a 
question came up here as to what were the 
duties of the Unofficial Members. Amongst 
those duties I stated that I considered one was 
to express the opinion of the public. Last 
night the British Empire Service League asked 
that the Honourable Mr. M. P. Barrow and 
myself should meet them so that they could put 
up their views on the Bill, We met them. 
They passed to me what I might call a 
Memorandum. With your permission, Sir, I 
shall mention the main points which appear in 
that Memorandum. First of all they state that 
as a body, no matter what individual members 
think and urge, they do not feel that the Bill is 
any concern of theirs apart from certain of its 
clauses, to which they draw attention. The 
first is an apparent conflict between Clauses 22 
and 23 in regard to guards of honour and 
ceremonial parades. 


His EXCELLENCY: We shall deal with that 
point in Committee. 


THE Hon. W. Tair BowIr: Their next point 
is sub-section (2) of paragraph 26. Personally 
I don’t think any importance need be attached 
to this. At first sight it does look as if this 
nullifies sub-section (1) (a), but what I think 
has been lost sight of is that this is not an 
emergency Bill but a permanent one and that 
sub-section (2) merely suspends the operation 
of sub-section (1) (a). But the whole crux of 


the matter is what the B. E. S. L. describe as j 


the financial aspect, that is the question of 
gratuities and pensions and of pay. They hold 
that there should be no ambiguity of any kind. 
There should be no question as to whether or 
not pensions and gratuities should be granted 
and they very strongly object. to the leaving of the 
decision as to the granting of pensions or 
gratuities to an individual. They consider that 
a schedule should be attached to the Bill and 


that schedule should be drawn up or prescribed ; 


by a Pensions Board. They say it is an 
extremely important question, and to a certain 
extent I agree from the financial standpoint. I 
think that pensions and gratuities will be a 
burden on the finances of this country and it 
might be of advantage if they were to be 
decided on by a Board but (there is a possibility 
outside our control just now, but one which 
should be considered) it is within the realms of 
possibility that we may become part of a 
neighbouring country ond our schedules should 
bear some relation to the schedules which have, 
I understand, been prepared in that country. 
Dealing with it as shortly as possible the point 
of the B. E. S. L. is this. They do not consider 
that there should be full discriminative powers 
in the hands of an individual (that is the 
manner in which it has been put). I do not 
propose to take up the Council's time discussing 
this point but I should be grateful if before the 
Bill goes into Committee the Honourable the 
Chief Secretary would move a short adjournment 
in order that some of the details of this 
amendment may be discussed with the Honour- 
able the Acting Attorney-General. This would 
possibly save a considerable amount of time in 
the Committee stage. 


Now, Sir, I have said that I approve the 
principle. I have referred to some of the 
details we shall discuss in Committee. But 
before leaving the Bill I feel that I must refer 
to what might conceivably be considered to be 
a “peculiar position”. 


Three times within a little more than half a 
century the planters and the traders of this 
country have taken up arms in defence of the 
African and of Nyasaland. About 60 years ago, 
before there was a Government here, the 
planters and traders took up arms to smash the 
slave trade and to liberate the African from the 
horrors of that trade. 


menaced the country the 
community urged the conscription of themselves 
and all their resources for the ordered defence 
of the country. There has been no suggestion— 
I am not trying to suggest at the moment — 
that we should conscript the African, but I 
consider that it is our duty and the duty of 
Government to impress upon the African that 
without a British victory his plight under Nazi 


When it was realised j 
that a greater horror than the slave trade ; 
British unotticial 


domination would be such as to make the 
horrors he endured under the old slave trade 
appear benign. [ consider that the British 
settler by conscripting himself and shouldering 
the African’s burden as well as his own is 
acquiring and has acquired the right for himself 
and his successors of full citizenship here. I 
fee] that on the victorious conclusion of this war 


! from official pronouncements of policy the word 


“paramountey” with all its mawkishness, 
insincerity and arrogance must disappear. The 
lust for paramountcy of race is at the root and 
is the real cause of the present barbaric tragedy. 
Tt is our duty and the duty of Government to 
eliminate the word “ paramountcy ” as applied 
or class and to urge that there be equal 
ice just as there should be equal benefits 
irrespective of class, creed or colour. (Hear! 
Hear!) 


THE How. P. W. SKERRETT: Sir, the Bill in 
front of us was discussed at a meeting of three 
of the Unofticial Members and as the Honourable 
the Senior Unofficial Member has stated it was 
agreed to in principle. I should like to take 
this opportunity of-congratulating the Honour- 
able the Acting Attorney-General on the very 
lucid way in which he has explained the many 
points of the Bill. As I understand that the 
Honourable M. P. Barrow has gone to a certain 
amount of trouble to put before you various 
amendments I do not wish to overlap or 
encroach upon what he has to say. But there 
are just a few points, Sir, which as a man in the 
street I would like to refer to briefly. 


Section 8 reads, “............ members of which 
shall be liable, in accordance with the 
provisions of this Ordinance, to be called out for 
active service for the defence of the Protectorate 
either in or beyond the Protectorate". I would 
merely mention that I would like to have these 
limits defined as far as possible. 


Then again in Section 8, which provides for 
the division of members of the Defence Force 
into two classes, “A” and  B”, I presume that 
the medical authorities will decide into which 
class members will be enrolled, and that those 
members will in due course be given notice to 
present themselves for examination. 


Section 12(1). A part of this reads, “ 
such person or any person ordered by the 
tribunal to enrol fails to do so he shall never- 
theless be deemed to be enrolled as aforesaid’’. 
The following sub-section (2) reads, ““ Any person 
who fails to enrol himself as provided in the 
previous sub-section or who disobeys any order 
of the tribunal shall be liable, on a summary 
conviction, to x fine not exceeding ten pounds 
or to imprisonment for a term not exceeding 
one month or to both such fine and such 
imprisonment.” What many people are asking 
is what orders the tribunal can issue and would 
it be possible for them to be defined ? 


His  EXCELLENCY: The Honourable the 
Acting Attorney-General will please make a 


note of these points and they will be more 
properly dealt) with in Committee. 


THe Hoy. P. W. SKERRETT: There is very 
little else. I would like to associate myself 
more or less with the Honourable Tait Bowie 
in that in the case of any schedule or provision 
which may be drawn up it should be borne in 
mind that there is a possibility of our linking 


ourselves with Southern Rhodesia and such 
schedule should be drawn up on the lines which 
they have followed in that territory. 


My last suggestion is with regard to sub- 
section (1) (y) of Clause 29—that the rates of 
pay and allowances to members of the Defence 
Force should be specified. 


THE Hon. M. P. BARROW: Your Excellency, 
I would like to associate myself with my 
honourable friends in supporting the principle 
of the Bill which is before us. The Honourable 
the Senior Unoflicial Member has said—aad I 


agree with him--that this Bill, although a 
compulsory measure, was asked for by the 
public. In considering the Bill I have borne 


that in mind as I think that in some of its 
measures it seems to many of us who have 
asked for such a Bill over a period of years to 
go too far and in others not far enough. But 
as I want to deal with specific points in the 
Bill I take it, Sir, that you would prefer them 
to be raised in Committee, so I need not detain 
the Council. 


I would like to associate myself with what 
the Honourable the Senior Unofficial Member 
has said with regard to the views that were 
expressed by the British Empire Service League 
last night at the meeting at which I was 
present. Those points also will be discussed in 
Committee, I take it. 


His EXCELLENCY: If no other Honourable 
Member wishes to address the Council I propose 
to intervene in the debate, not with the idea of 
being provocative but in order to give Honourable 
Members the completion of the picture before 
they go into Committee. 


Normally legislation is a pre-requisite to 
action. [ regret to have to confess to the 
Honourable Members of this Legislative Council 
that action has in a number of instances 
preceded legislation, but in the curious 
circumstances of our time I am sure they will 
forgive me for having “beaten the pistol”. 
Before outlining to you a few of the steps which 
have already been taken in anticipation of the 
approval of legislation which has been pressed 
for over anumober of vears by the European 
population of the Protectorate, I should like to 
congratulate the Honourable the Acting 
Attorney-General on his maiden speech in this 
Council, and while doing so JT must take 
the opportunity of expressing on his behalf 
the disappointment felt by the substantive 
Attorney-General at not being here to-day, for 
he, like the Acting Attorney-General, has been 
closely associated during the last ten wecks 
with the steps which have been taken to 
enable this Bill to be put before you to-day. 
But as you know the Attorney-General is 
elsewhere conducting operations not entirely 
uncounected with the Bill. 


IT should also like to take the opportunity of 
frankly stating my complete agreement with a 
number of the expressions of opinion which have 
been heard from the Honourable the Senior 
Unotticial Member. No one knows, I venture 
to say, better than [do what this country, and 
the larger South Central Africa of which it is 
a part. has done for the Empire during the last 
guarter of a century at any rate. I cannot 
speak from personal experience over more than 
a period of 27 years. Ido agree with him that 


if there is left in the minds of any man the idea 
that a Protectorate of this kind contains only 
one type of human being, that no one but the 
African has a right to speak in or for the 
Protectorate—that if such a person still remains 
in this year of grace nineteen hundred and forty, 
his opinions are not really worth the paper on 
which they are written. That this view is held 
often too frequently can be borne out by the 
practical experience which all of us round this 
table have had. And it is not out of place to 
mention that during the last fortnight I have 
been consulting with the Governor and the 
Prime Minister and the Cabinet of Southern 
Rhodesia and the Governor of Northern Rhodesia 
on the steps which we shall take jointly and 
severally to make the fullest possible use, in the 
interests of all, of the capacity for labour and 
effort of every section of the population of the 
three territories, and I have this morning been 
looking at the first draft of an instruction which 
I propose to issue to my officers in the districts 
to bring to their feet as quickly as possible those 
sections of the population which have still little 
realisation of the grim struggle in which we are 
all engaged, on our own behalf, it is true, but 
also on their behalf. I think—and I say it 
without hesitation—that the vast majority of 
the people of this Protectorate are still without 
any real understanding of what might at very 
short notice happen to them, and my officers 
are receiving further instructions to bring the 
issues home to them and to make it perfectly 
clear to them that I shall not lightly allow any 
human being who comes within the scope of my 
Government to sit idly by and let others do bis 
work for him. 


We have, in connection with this Nyasaland 
Defence Force, completed one or two prelimin- 
aries concerning which you ought to know before 
you discuss the Bill in Committee. The man- 
power available has already been scrutinised 
and set out in two provisional lists under the 
two categories and subject to medical examina- 
tion and adjustment which individual cases 
might require. The organisation in each 
category will not be a matter of a month, but of 
days. The Force can rely on the adequate 
supply of arms and ammunition. The available 
arms have passed through the hands of an 
expert lent to us by Southern Rhodesia and the 
position in that respect is entirely satisfactory. 
Equipment is in process of collection: quite a 
large proportion of it is almost ready for issue. 
Transport, armoured and otherwise. has been 
arranged for. An Air Arm is in_ pr of 
formation already and only requires legislative 
sanction to come into full being. The generosity 
of the Acro Club (and if I may I should like to 
make some special reference to Mr. Bartlett's 
personal generosity) has enabled us to produce 
a flight which will be of the greatest assistance 
to the military authorities in time of trouble. 
The Postmaster General has under consideration 
the formation of a Signal Unit and the equipment 
for that unit is in the country. Finance is 
under discussion with the War Department, but 
if it is considered unreasonable that the British 
taxpayer should besa any portion of the some- 
what heavy expense of equipping and maintaining 
this Foree 1 shall ask the Standing Committee 
on Finance to approve the provision of funds 
from territorial revenues. Instructors (always 
the bugbear of the Commanding Oflicer is the 


question of Instructors) are being provided in 
several ways. Ten of our own people at their 
own expense, or largely at their own expense, 
have been spending a month under instruction 
in Bulawayo. They have been undergoing an 
intensive course. They leave Bulawayo to-night 
and they are coming back determined to put 
everybody else through it. The command of the 
Unit, if this legislation is passed, I shall give to 
that soldier-sportsman and deservedly popular 
officer, Major Pegler. The Staff Officer 
provisionally appointed is Captain Moir, late of 
the Seaforth Highlanders, and he also is in 
Bulawayo at the moment. The administration 
and command—I do not mean of the Unit as 
such but the general control and oversight of 
the Unit—will at the request of the military 
authorities in East Africa be in the hands of the 
Sub-Area Commander, that is to say the senior 
military officer in Nyasaland, and he will be 
assisted in keeping that general control by the 
Staff Officer and the Quartermaster whom it is 
proposed to appoint. The advantage of that 
arrangement, apart from the obvious military 
advantage, is that we shall be in the closest 
possible contact with the regular soldiers and 
that their officers will be available to us for 
further intensive training of our own Unit. 


Certain points have been raised by Honourable 
Members which I hope we shall deal with very 
fully in Committee. I don’t propose to refer to 
them here or to deal with the hypothesis that 
we must necessarily determine our own 
legislation and our own arrangements in the 
light of possible future political developments. 


I trust that when the Honourable mover has 
wound up the debate the Honourable the Chief 
Secretary will see fit to move an adjournment of 
the Council for a short time to enable Honour- 
able Members to discuss details before going 
into Committee. That, I think, is in accordance 
with the wish of Honourable Members. 


THE HON. THE ACTING ATTORNEY-GENERAL: 
T do not think I need say anything further on 
the principle of the Bill. ‘here are certain 
details of m which I do not think there 
will be any difficulty in dealing with, and I shall 
welcome any suggestions Honourable Members 
have to make. 


I move that the Bill be read a second time and 
considered in Committee. 


Seconded, put and carried, and the Bill was 
read a second time. 


On the motion of the Hox. THE CHIEF 
SECRETARY the Council adjourned at 11 o'clock 
for informal discussion of the details of the Bill 
before the Cominittee stage. 


Counxct, RESUMED AT 11.50 A.M. 


Council in Committee. 
The Bill was considered clause by clause, 


Tun Hox. M. P. Barrow: T beg to move 
pn amendment to Clause 3, sub-section (1) by 
the insertion after the word “ Protectorate” of 
the words “either in the Protectorate or the 
African Continent. 


My reason for this is that I think unofiicial 
members of the community when asking for 
this Bill did not envisage that it would bea 
possible for them to be sent, say, to Great 
Britain or the European Continent on the 
grounds that it was in defence of this territory. 
I would suggest that the African Continent 
would offer sufficient scope for Nyasaland’s 
minute Defence Force and that there should be 
some limit to the places where they could be 
sent. 


His EXxceELuency: [ venture to suggest, 
with respect, that the Honourable Member 
has put up a ninepin and proceeded to try to 
knock it over. The purpose of this clause is to 
limit the operation of the Nyasaland Defence 
Force to the defence of the Protectorate and it 
is inconceivable that uny General Officer Com- 
manding or any Government should imagine for 
one moment, for instance, that the Nyasaland 
Defence Force operating in Hololulu or Great 
Britain could possibly be defending the Protecto- 
rate. The whole purpose of the insertion of 
alternative “or beyond the Protectorate " was to 
enable the Commanding Officer at Karonga, tor 
instance, to tuke up a better position on the 
other side of the Songwe than is afforded at 
Karonga without conflicting with existing 
regulations, and this particular clause will be 
quite well understood by any Ofticer Commanding 
or any Government. It merely means that any 
Officer Commanding shall not in the last event 
be restricted to the ground of the country which 
he is defending. It is sometimes necessary to 
go over into one’s neighbour's garden in order to 
defend one’s own. I think we should be making 
ourselves rather ridiculous if we were to use such 
an expression as “the African Continent "if there 
is no intention of using this Force outside a 
reasonable radius for the defence of the Pro- 
tectorate. The key words are “for the defence 
of the Protectorate’? and we don't want to 
interfere with the balance of the clause by the 
insertion of any other words. I venture to 
throw that out as a suggestion for Honourable 
Members to debate. 


THE Hon. W. Tait Bowe: I cannot support 
the amendment. ‘There must be provision to 
cross the border and any attempt to define the 
limits of the Force's operations would be 
treading on dangerous ground. As has been 
said, a certain amount of reason will rule in the 
disposal of the Defence Force. 


THe Hon. Dr. H.S. DE Borer: In dividing 
members into the two classes we are not 
visualising that everybody included in Class “A” 
will be entirely fit for general active service 
throughout Africa. 


His BXCELLENCY: The purport of the clause 
is perfectly clear to the military authorities, 
who are the people that matter. ‘They are not 
going to use the N. J). F. in Somaliland or even 
in Kenya or Tanganyika except possibly for a 
short distance over the border if necessary. 
The words enabling the Force to perform duty 
beyond the Protectorate were essential ot her- 
wise it might so be that our efforts to defend 
the Protectorate might prove quite unavailing. 


The amendment was not accepted and it’ was 
agreed that Clause 8 stand part of the Bill. 


THE Hon. M. P. Barrow: I beg to move an 
amendment to Clause 9, sub-section (1) by the 
substitution of the word “sixty” for the word 
“tifty-five’. 

My reason for moving this amendment is that 
in this Protectorate the number of effectives 
that can be called up under the scope of this 
Bill is very small indeed. As has been stated, 
the object of the Bill is primarily the defence of 
the Protectorate and I think the idea of the 
European population when asking for such 
legislation was that every possible person should 
be available for defence in an emergency. I 
suggest that there are many men in the country 
between the ages of 55 and 60 just as suitable 
for inclusion under Class “B”, just as able to 
handle a rifle in defence of their country as 
men under 55. After all, the main test of a 
man's usefulness is physical fitness rather than 
age. 

THE Hon. W. Tair BowIE: 
amendment. 

THE HON. THE ACTING ATTORNEY-GENERAL: 
The only comments I have to make is that other 
neighbouring territories fix the age limit at 55. 
It has been observed that in our case we have 
@ very much smaller number of men available 
under the age of 55. 

His EXcRLLENCY: There is just this point 
to be considered. There is nothing in the Bill 
to prevent a man over 55 from serving in the 
Defence Force if he wishes. The Honourable 
Member's proposed amendment would compel 
men who might reasonably claim that they 
should not be conscripted in this way to come 
within the scope of the Defence Force. In a 
word, we are compelling the 55’s and over if 
we accept the amendment: we are not restrain- 
ing them if we accept the Bill as it stands. 
Personally I am completely impartial in this 
issue. Does the Honourable Member wish to 
reconsider his amendment or would be still like 
to pursue it. 


THE HON. AND RIGHT REVEREND THE 
BIsHore OF NYAasALAND: May I ask how many 
would be xffected by the proposed alteration ? 


His EXCELLENCY: I could give you the 
answer in my own office but not here. There 
are a number of men in this country between 
the ages of 55 and GO who would be perfectly fit 
to serve in Class “B” if not in the other 
category. It is just a question of whether we 
compel them to serve or give them the oppor- 
tunity to do so voluntarily. 

THE Ifon. M. P. Barrow: I prefer not to 
withdraw the amendment. I feel that this is 
total war and we should have total defence. As 
T have already said, the deciding factor should 
be physical fitness and not age. 

His EXCELLENCY: Well, having clarified the 
position, does the Honourable mover wish to 
raise any objection to the amendment ? 


THE HON. THE ACTING ATTORNEY-GE 
No, sir, I have no objection. 


I support the 


FERAL: 


The amendment was agreed. 


THE HON. THE ACTING ATTORNEY-GENERAL: 
An amendment has been tabled by the Honour- 
able Mr. Barrow to Clause 11 (2), by the 
deletion of the words “if required by the 
Commander”, These words were included in 
the clause for the reason that certain persons 


who come under the scope of this Bill have 
already been examined under the National 
Service Ordinance and found fit and it was not 
intended to serve medical notices on such 
persons. Two Honourable Members, however, 
have drawn attention to the fact that the 
medical examinations under that Ordinance 
were somewhat perfunctory and it is their wish 
that all such persons should be re-examined. 
Accordingly, if Your Excellency bas no objection, 
I would suggest that the clause be amended by 
the deletion of the words “if required by the 
Commander”. 


The amendment was agreed. 


THE HON. THE ACTING ATTORNEY-GENERAL: 
Clause 12 (1). I wish to move the amendment 
standing in my name, that is to say that the 
clause be amended by the insertion of the words 
“(unless he has been certified to be unfit for 
service)” after “shall” in line 2. 

The amendinent was agreed. 


THE HON. AND RIGHT REVEREND THE 
BIsHOP OF NYASALAND: In regard to Clause 
12 (2), should not the penalty be the same as in 
Clause 21? 


His EXxcELLENCY: I should like to suggest 
that whereas the misfeasance of a member of 
the Defence Force might not cause disaster the 
refusal to supply necessary transport might very 
well cause disaster and in the category of crimes 
or offences would rank—to me at any rate-- 
higher than an individual misfeasance. 

THE Hon. AND RIGHT REVEREND THE 
BIsHOP OF NYASALAND: [ still feel, however, 
that the penalty of £10 is too slight. 


THE HON. THE ACTING ATTORNEY-GENERAL: 
I have already pointed out that where a man 
has refused to enrol and has been penalised he 
is thereafter deemed to be enrolled. If he is 
then called up and refuses to comply he is liable 
to a further penalty under Clause 19, and every 
time he refuses he is again liable to a penalty. 


His EXxceLLency: In other words, the 
penalty under Clause 12 (2) is purely for failure 
to enrol, and thereafter, having failed to enrol, 
further offences will be followed by further 
penalties. 


Tue Hon. AND RIGHT REVEREND THE 


BIsHoP OF NYASALAND: In my opinion the 
penalty imposed is too slight for the offence. 


THE HON. THE ACTING ATTORNEY-GENERAL: 
There would be no objection to raising the 
penalty to, say, 8 months and a fine of £50. 


His EXcELLENCY: Is it not a matter for 
those supposed to represent in this Council the 
persons most affected by the Ordinance, in other 
words the Unofticial Members ? 

THe Hon. THE CHIEF SECRETARY: May 
Task whether this clause is taken from other 
Ordinances ? 

Tue HON. THE ACTING ATTORNEY-GENERAL: 
Yes, it was taken from the Kenya Ordinance. 


His EXcELLENcy: Then we had better put 
the amendment to the Council. 
THe Hon. anp RIGHT REVEREND THE 


BISHOP OF NYASALAND: As the Honourable the 
Acting Attorney-Genoral suggests, I should like 
provision for a penalty of 3 months’ imprison- 
ment ora fine of £50. 


The ainendment was agreed. 


THE HON. THE ACTING ATTORNEY-GENERAL: 
There is an omission from Clause 15 which Lam 
afraid I have noticed for the first time, although 
it is the same as the Kenya Ordinance. I 
suggest that the clause be amended by the 
addition of the word “ wilful” before “act” in 
the last line. It is the usual phraseology used. 
If it is omitted it might so be that a man who 
has lost his rifle by some accident over which he 
has no control would nevertheless be liable to 
replace it. 


The amendment was agreed. 


Tue Hon. W. Tair Bowls: LI should like 
to ask whether Clause 23 does not conflict with 
Clause 22. 


THE HON. THE ACTING ATTORNtY-GENERAL : 
No, there is no contiict. A ceremonial parade is 
not the same as a guard of honour. 


Your Excellency, I move that Clause 27 (1) be 
amended by the deletion of the words from“ the” 
in line 4 to the end of the sub-clause and by the 
substitution therefor of the words “it: shall be 
lawful for the Governor to award to such officer 
or member such compensation or yearly pension 
as may be prescribed.” 


THE ion. W. Tarr Bowe: Might I 
suggest that the amendment which has been 
moved by the Honourable the Acting Attorucy- 
General be extended by the addition of the 
following words :—After the word “ prescribed” 
should be added “by a Pensions Board set 
up by the Governor under this Ordinance”. If 
the Honourable the Acting Attorney-General's 
amendment cannot be extended then [ should 
like to move the addition of these words as a 
separate amendment. 


Hs EXCELLENCY: I should prefer not to 
have your amendment inoved by a Government 
Officer, not in those terms. The Honourable the 
Acting Attorney-General has moved an amend- 
ment. If it ple: you I should like you to move 
a further amendment. In other words, I should 
like to deal with your motion before reverting to 
his, in accordance with Parliamentary procedure. 


Tur Hon. W. Tair BowleE: Then I move, 
Sir, that Clause 27 (1) be amended by the 
deletion of the words from “the” 
end of the sub-clause and by the substitution 
therefor of the words “ it shall be lawful for the 
Governor to award to such officer or member 
such compensation, gratuity or yearly pension 
as may be prescribed by w Pensions Board set 
up by the Governor under this Ordinance.” 


THe Hon. THE CHIEF SECRETARY: 1 
should like to ask the Honourable the Senior 
Unofficial Member whether he has any experience 
of other legislation which contains such a 
provision or whether this is intended to be 
peculiar to Nyasaland, 


THE Hon. W. Tarr Bowie: I have not 
had any experience of similar legislation in any 
other country but there is a possible precedent, 
mlthough very far-fetched, in Nyasaland in the 
Minimum Wage Ordinance where any question 
is ultimately decided by a Board set up by the 
Governor. But I admit that that is a very 
far-fetched precedent. 
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His EXxceLuency: It is. 

THE Hon. W. Tair Bowie: I should say, 
then, that I have had no experience of similar 
legislation in any other country. 


His ExceLLency: I think it is as well that 
Honourable Members should know in debating 
this point, which is of course of considerable 
importance to certain members of our com- 
munity, that the six East African Governments, 
the General Officer Commanding in East Africa, 
and the Secretary of State for the Colonies are 
at this moment engaged in arriving at an agree- 
ment as to the scales of pensions, gratuities or 
compensation which should be awarded to 
African Colonial Forces, and with all that wealth 
of experience concentrated on that extremely 


vexed question I should rather deprecate any 
suggestion of relegating it to a purely local and, 


if | may suggest it, comparatively inexperienced 
Board. [ feel sure that Honournable Members 
will agree that we do not wish to be a “ peculiar 
people” in this matter of pensions, gratuities 
and compensation, that if in five other territories 
certain scales are regarded as fair and reason- 
able, based on experience, we should be making 
ourselves a little ridiculous if we barged in, if I 
may use that unparliamentary expression, with a 
local scale. We are not debarred, as indeed the 
Honourable the Chief Secretary will tell you out- 
side, from representing our views when arriving 
at some sort of agreement with the other terri- 
tories and with the Army Council, and I propose 
to set up a little Committee, an informal Com- 
mittee, in this country to go over the suggestions 
which have been placed before us from outside 
and which we ourselves have placed before the 
military authorities and to make such recon- 
mendations to this Government as the Com- 
mittee thinks fit. This Government will then 
have received additional assistance ia dealing 
with what is indeed a very vexed and difficult 
question. 


THe Hon. W. Tait Bowls: There must . 
be some sort of provision in regard to pensions 
in the Northern Rhodesia or Kenya Ordinance. 
How is that worded ? 


His EXCELLENCY: The Honourable the 
Acting Attorney-General will turn perhaps to 
the first draft of this Bill in which he will find 
what the Kenya Ordinance has set up. We 
have purposely omitted that provision from our 
Bill in order to give ourselves more elasticity in 
discussing the Bill in the light of changing 
events. We have avoided the rigidity which 
the Kenya Ordinance imposes in the matter. 


Tue Hon. 1HE ACTING ATTORNEY-GENERAL: 
It seems to be the same as in our Ordinance, Sir. 


His EXCELLENCY: I beg your pardon. T 
thought they had a definite provision. Sub- 
clause (3) is what I was thinking of. When 
considering the pensions and gratuities which 
should be paid to our people I do not see why 
the Committee which I propose to set up should 
not make representations that these scales 
should approximate closely to those obtaining in 
Southern Rhodesia. I don’t think we should 
necessarily be guided by Southern Rhodesia but 
T sce a great advantage in bearing their scales 
in mind when arriving at the scales in this 
country. 


THE Hon. FINANCIAL SECRETARY: Has 
sub-section (8) any particular value in con- 
nection with the question we ure discussing ? 

His IWXCELLENCY: No. 

Tne Hox. THE CHIEF SECRETARY: IT 
thought it was out too. I thought you were 
going to suggest that it should be. 


THE HON. THE ACTING ATTORNEY-GENERAL: 
When the time comes. 

Tue Hon. W. Tarr Bowlr: 
my motion, Sir? I ask leave to withdraw the 
amendment put forward and substitute the 
following amendment:— That Clause 27 (1) 
be amended by the deletion of the words from 
“the” in line 4 fo the end of the sub-clause and 
by the substitution therefor of the words “it 
shall be lawful for the Governor to award to 
such ofticer or member such compensation, 
gratuity or vearly pension as may be prescribed 
in a schedule to be prepared.” 


His EXxceLL Y: Would vou not be con- 
tent with “as may be prescribed” ? 

Tuk Hon. W. Tarr Bowe: Personally, 
yes, but I am speaking for others besides myself. 


Might I alter 


Hts EXceLLueNcy: There seems to be con- 
siderable distrust of the bona tides of a Govern- 
ment which has just, through its head, 
expressed its intention of appointing a Committee 
to advise on the scales to be recommended. I 
must confess I don’t see why it is at all necessary 
to add these words in view of the assurances 
which have been given. In other words, it 
seems to me that the drawing up of such a 
schedule would be an unuecessary strain on the 
Printing Office. 

Tus Hox. W. Tair Bowls: It does seem so, 
r. And to bring in the word “ Board” would 
raise the question of how such a Board is to be 
appointed. Having moved the amendment I 
would like to state that I myself have no 
intention of voting for it, but I consider it ought 
to be put because there are other members of 
this Council who might be prepared to vote for it. 


His EXCELLENCY: I am, of course, well 
aware of the background to all of this. I shall 


certainly put the amendment. 


The amendment was put to the vote, the 
Honourable P. W. Skerrett and the Honourable 
M. P. Barrow supporting it and the remainder 
of the Council voting against it. 


The amendment was not accepted. 


THE HON. THE ACTING ATTORNEY-GENERAL: 
There is an amendment to sub-clause (2) 
standing in my name but in view of the 
Honourable M. P. Barrow’s further suggested 
amendment which has been communicated to 
Your Excellency it must be somewhat amplified. 
I move that sub-clause (2) be deleted and 
replaced by a sub-clause which will read as 
follows :-— 

“(2) It shall further be lawful for the 
Governor to grant to the widow or family 
of such officer or member who may be 
killed on active service or during peace 
training or who may die as a result of any 
wound, injury or sickness received or 
contracted by him while on active service 
or doing peace training a pension or 
allowance of such amount as may be 
prescribed "’.

His EXxcELLENCY: There is just one thing. 
I did not hear the familiar words “ attributable 
to”. 


THE HON. THE ACTING ATTORNEY-GENERAL: 
I was going to suggest that the amended sub- 
clause go on to read “provided that such 
pension or allowance shall not be paid in any 
case where the wound, injury or disease is due 
to the wilful act, neglect or default of the 
member or officer” 


His EXCELLENCY: [ don’t like that, because 
ofticers are sometimes careless and it is bad luck 
on their widows if they are to receive no 
compensation when the injury or disease is 
directly attributable to the service in which 
their husbands are engagad. It is very neces- 
sary to make sure that the sickness or the 
injury or the cause of death is indeed attribut- 
able to the service. For instance, if a man is 
travelling to camp on a lorry and is killed in an 
accident his widow should get compensation. 
If, on the other hand, aman while in camp 
develops a disease which he has contracted in 
civil life it is a question whether compensation 
should be paid. 


May I suggest that this sub-clause be left in 
Committee and that consultation between any 
members interested should take place during 
the luncheon interval with a view to an agreed 
amendment being put to the Council? It is 
rather unfair to members to introduce an 
amendment at such short notice. 


THe Hon. THE ACTING ATTORNEY-GENERAL : 
I have three amendments to propose to Clause 
29(1), two of which are already tabled. It has 
been pointed out to me that this section as it is, 
which was based on the Kenya Ordinance, reads 
somewhat obscurely and might be improved, 
first by the deletion of the words ‘‘ may be in 
this Ordinance" in lines 6 and 7, and secondly 
by the addition of the words “is contained 
therein, the Governor may make regulations” 
after the word “Ordinance” in line 9. The 
amendment is to paragraph (b), the 
addition of the words “ (provided that no officer 
or member of the Defence Force shall be 
compelled to serve in an Air or Marine Unit).” 


His EXcELLENcY: Does that 


point, Mr. Barrow ? 


THE Fon. M. P. Barrow: Yes. My point is 
that I think in all other parts of the Empire the 
Navy and Air Force personnel is drawn from 
volunteers and it is more desirable to have 
volunteers in those forces than conscripts.

The amendments were accepted. 


THe Hon. THE ACTING ATTORNEY-GENERAL: 


I have one or two amendments to move in 
regard to the Schedule. 1 think other 
Honourable Members have amendments to 


move but as mine are mainly of a formal nature 
perhaps | may be permitted to put them for- 
ward first. 


There is a clerical error in the second item. 
“Judges of the Supreme Court” should be 
deleted and replaced by “Judge of the High 
Court.” I move an amendment accordingly. 


The amendment was accepted. 


THE HON. THE ACTING ATTORNEY-GENERAL: 
I think it is as well that Special Constables 
should not be confused with members of the | 
ordinary Police Force, and I suggest therefore | 
that the words “other than Special Police | 
Officers ” should be inserted after the words ! 

Police Force” in the tenth item in this 
schedule. 


The amendment was accepted. 


THE Hox. M. P. Barrow: [beg leave to 
move as an amendment that there should be 
deleted from the schedule Members of the 
Executive and Degislative Councils and also 
Officers of the Territorial Army Reserve. 


My reason for moving this amendment is that 
with the very small European population with 
which we are dealing under this Defence Bill 
the schedule as it stands rules out [ think about 
20 per cent of the effectives. Although it may 
be that these exemptions are laid down in 
similar legislation in other territories it seems 
to me that in this very small community it 


should be possible to exempt by individuals 
rather than by whole classes. With regard 
to Members of the Executive and Legislative 


Councils, as far as the Unofiicials are concerned 
it is gratifying to know that Government 
considers them of value as such, but [ suggest 
that in an emergency it would be possible for 
Government to carry on with less than the full 
complement of members of the Councils, 
With regard to Ofticers of the Territorial Army 
Reserve, ] am under the impression that there 
is no Territorial Army, but even assuming that 
there are members of the Territorial Army 
Reserve in this country it seems to me possible 
that they might not be calied up to serve 
overseas. Owing to their past training they 
might be very valuable assets to the Defence 
Force but unless they volunteered they would 
not be available. 


His EXCELLENCY: As regards the first point, 
we shall discuss that later. As regards the | 
second point, I feel a little nervous of taking 
power of conscripting persons who already bear 
His Majesty's commission and are under the 
orders of the Army Council. I take the 
Honourable Member's point completely but I 
hope he will take mine in regard to the 
Territorial Army Reserve, if indecd it exists. 
They come under the category of officers who | 
have a first commitment and who are exempted | 
from any local attempts to compel them to serve 
inccal forces. 


THE HON. THE ACTING ATTORNEY-GENERAL: 
I believe there are two people in the Protectorate 
who are members of the Territorial Army 
Reserve. It is certainly the case that the i 
Commander-in-Chief has the first call on their 
services and they are bound to join up if called 
upon todo so. I cannot advise Your Excellency 
that it would he wise to delete them from the | 
schedule. 


His EXxcELLENCY: In any case it) rather 
amounts to a de minintis if there are only two 
members of the Territorial Army Reserve in 
the territory. 
THE Hon. M. P. BARROW: Tam quite prepared | 
to withdraw that amendment. 


His EXcELLENcY: Your other amendment is 
that members of the Executive and Legislative 
Councils should seek their exemption by means 
other than inclusion in this Schedule. 


Tub HON. THE ACTING ATTORNEY-GENERAL: 
On that point we have the Secretary of State's 
instructions. 


Hs ExcELurNncy: In this particular respect 
1 dont feel myself bound by anything the 
Secretary of State may have said as I think 
he would take my advice, particularly if it were 
the expression of the opinion of this Council. 
1 would merely point out that I should in any 
case have toseek exemption for them, It woald 
be a waste of the taxpayers’ inoney training 
them as soldiers when Uhey couid be performing 
much more valuable work in’ their present 
capacity, particularly in the event of er 


Tuk Uox. H. 8. De Borer: Their inclusion 
in this schedule of exemptions would not, I 
suppose. prevent them from volunteering for 
service with the Defence Force if they desired 
to do so ? 


This EXCELLENCY: Any member is quite at 
liberty to volunteer if he feels that in time of 
crisis he would not be needed in this Council 
and that his services as a soldier would he more 
valuable. 


The amendinent was accepted. 
Tue Hon. M.P. BARROW: Your Excellency, 


T beg to nove as an amendment that paragraph 
(2) of the Schedule be deleted. 


} understand that in other territories this 
has been included in the Schedule but T suggest 
that in other territories the missionaries do not 
represent such a large proportion of the 
European mae population as in Nyasaland. 
I thiuk there are some 182 missionaries in the 
country. J am also not quite clear what is 
meant by the term missionary and exactly what 
it covers. If you delete the whole 182 you are 
taking away about 18 per cent of the effectives 
that you have under the Bill. I don’t believe 
for a moment that there are any missionaries 
who wish to be exempted. If any of them have 
scruples I believe they have the right of appeal 
as conscientious objectors, which is in effect 
what they would be if they did not wish to go on 
active service. 


His BXCELLENCY: Once again J would invite 
attention to the fact that any missionary who 
wishes to serve may volunteer to do so. The 
reason this clause was put in here—and I may 
say in similar legislation in other territories—was 
that it was the direct request of the Secretary 
of State for the Colonies who was approached 


| by Missionary Boards and bodies at home asking 


that a clause of this nature should be inserted 
in all compulsory military service ordinances, 
and although J have no objection to asking the 
Secretary of State whether it would be possible 
to delete it from this Ordinance it would be 
necessary to do so. I fear I shall have to 
instruct the Government Members to vote for 
the retention of this clause which has been 
inserted at the direct request of the Secretary 
of State as a result of the approach of 
missionary bodies at home. 
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THE Hox. M. P. Barrow: May I ask a 


‘question, Sir? Would the words “Duly 
accredited members of missionary bodies” 


include such people as printers, carpenters or 
gardeners who may be attached to a mission ? 


THE HON. THE ACTING ATTORNEY-GENERAL: 
I think they would. 


THE HON. AND RIGHT REVEREND THE BISHOP 
OF NYASALAND: Does the Secretary of State 
give any reasons, other than the representations 
made to him by the missionary bodies, for the 
inclusion of this clause in the Schedule ? 


THE HON. THE ACTING ATTORNEY-GENERAL: 
It was particularly those missionaries engaged on 
educational and medical work whom it was 
desired to exempt. Under the National Service 
Ordinance it was decided to exempt all 
missionaries, and the Secretary of State was so 
informed. 

His EXcELLENcY: The «answer to your 
question Mr. Barrow, is that a“ duly accredited 
member of a missionary body ” would include all 
persons who were members of that missionary 
organisation in the territory. 

THE Hon. M. P. Barrow: Might I ask 
whether the missionary bodies in applying for 
exemption ever meant to go as far as that? 
I can quite understand the exemption of 
teachers, but there might be people without any 
particular leaning towards missionary life who 
have been able to obtain work with a mission 
and for that reason have joined a missionary 
society. Also, I am not quite clear whether 
missionaries, having been specifically exempted, 
are permitted to volunteer. 

His ExcEuLeNcy: Yes. All it says is that 
duly accredited members of missionary bodies 
are exempt from the obligations imposed by the 
Ordinance. That does not prevent them from 
voluntarily undertaking those obligations. 

THE HON. THE ACTING ATTORNEY-GENERAL: 
That is true. 

Tur Hox. M. P. Barrow: It could easily 
said that everybody who is exempted in 
the Schedule to the Bill can volunteer. In 
this small country the Schedule exempts an 
unduly large proportion of the male population. 


THE Hon. W. Tair Bowlk: We have got to 
consider Nyasaland as it is and lay missionaries 
are dnly accredited members of a missionary 
body other than priests or ministers of religion. 
Ixempting them is weakening the force which 
we are trying to form.

His ExceLLency: Actually it is not—with 
respect. The force we ave trying to form will 
not be weakened at all by the exemption of 
missionarics because we happen to know that 
those missionaries we want in the force will 
volunteer for service with the force and take on 
the obligations under the Ordinance. 

THe Hox. W. Tarr Bowe: T aecept your 
point, Sir, but if we are going to extend that 
Ikvow very few people in the country who would 
not volunteer, missionary or not.

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THE HON. AND RIGHT REVEREND THE 
BisHop OF NYASALAND: The exemption 


claimed for lay missionaries is on the ground 
that lay missionaries are endeavouring to 
maintain touch with the African population and 
as far as possible to assist them in increasing 
their own contribution to the national welfare, 
and consequently there is a prima facie case for 
their exemption from the provisions of the 
Ordinance. I think that in fact a good many 
of them will volunteer. I deprecate the 
suggestion that certain members of missions 
have just obtained jobs with those missions 
without having any particular leaning that way. 
I don’t think it is for this Council to enquire 
into the motives of those who have joined 
missions and I would suggest that the remark 
might be modified. 


THE Hoy. M. P. Barrow: I don't wish to 
give any offence to any missionary bodies, and 
if the Honourable and Right Reverend Member 
feels that I have cast a slur on any such bodies 
Iam perfectly willing to withdraw that part of 
my remark. 


His EXcELLENCY: The effect of deleting 
this particular exemption from the Bill, even if 
one were prepared to give a free vote on the 
subject, would be that 180 missionary members 
would have to appear before the tribunal. 
Gentlemen, I have made the position quite clear. 
So far as Government is concerned the clause 
must stand. I shall put the motion to the 
Council. 


The amendment was put to the vote, the 
Honourable W. Tait Bowie, the Honourable 
P. W. Skerrett and the Honourable M. P. Barrow 
supporting it and the remainder of the Council 
voting against it. 


The amendment was not accepted. 


THE HON. THE ACTING ATTORNEY-GENERAL 
Before the matter is disposed of I would like to 
move an amendment to Clause (2) of the 
Schedule. The last two lines of this clause 
serve no useful purpose although they appear 
in the Kenya Ordinance. I suggest the deiction 
of the last two lines and the insertion of the 
word “all” before the words “the obligations” 
in line 2. 

The amendment was accepted. 


HIs EXCELLENCY: Before passing on to 
paragraph (3) [ would like to make it quite clear 
that [ propose to make representations to the 
Secretary of State in this matter of missionary 
bodies and the exemption of missionary members 
from the conscripting clauses of ordinunces at 
this time, because I feel sure that missionary 
bodies themselves would welcome a clarification 
of the issue. I shall make representations 
based on the observations of Honourable 
Members of this Couneil. 


THE Hox. M. P. Barrow: I beg to move 
as an amendment the deletion of paragraph (3). 
T realise that an unotticial is hardly competent 
to decide whether or not any of these officers are 
necessary, but | move the deletion of this 
paragraph on the sine arguinent as before, that 
is that the whole Schedule is too sweeping in 
the case of such a small population.  Cir- 
cumstances might arise where administrative 
officers were not in a position to administer 


owing to the population of the country having 
congregated at small defensive points. I should 
have thought that, as in the case of Members of 
the Executive and Legislative Councils, any 
exemptions could have been directed by Your 
Excellency and not laid down as a complete 
class. 


His EXcenLLeNcy: I should be glad if the 
Honourable the Chief Secretary would explain 
to the Council why it is that Administrative 
Officers should be exempt from this Ordinance. 


THE HON. THE CHIEF SECRETARY: I 
suppose, Sir, you have in mind that in most 
cases they are required to remain at their 
stations and cannot be called in by the command 
of the Defence Force for camps and other 
exercises, on considerations of internal security. 


His EXxcELLENCY: That is the real answer. 
Putting it bluntly, the Governor is not prepared 
to hand over to a tribunal the decision as to how 
his officers should be employed; nor to the 
Commander of the Unit or military authority 
the right to call out of their stations at various 
times political officers who have been assigned 
to him by the Crown to keep the peace, order 
and good government of this country going. 
Quite frankly, one is not prepared to hand over 
the control of the movements of these persons 
in any way at all to the various people in this 
Bill who have power to move the Defence Force 
members about. We cannot imperil the security 
of the territory in that way. I think that is the 
answer, Mr. Hall. 


THE Hon. M. P. Barrow: In view of the 
reasons you have given for the inclusion of 
paragraph (8) under the Schedule, I beg leave 
to withdraw my amendment. 


His EXcELLENCY: And paragraph (4) is not 
the subject of any amendment ? 


THE Hoy. THE ACTING ATTORNEY-GENERAL: 
No, Sir, except for one smal! formal amendment, 
the addition of the words “is exempted from all 
the obligations imposed by the Ordinance”. 


The amendment was accepted. 


THE HON, THE ACTING ATTORNEY-GENERAL: 
One matter [| ought to mention. As Your 
Excellency is aware, the Secretary of State has 
expressed a definite desire that conscientious 
objectors would be provided for. I don’t think 
there are any in this country......... 


His EXCELLENCY: I regret to say there are. 


Tit Hon. tuk ACTING ATTORNEY-GENERAL: 
Although as under the National Service Ordin- 
ance provision is made for the tribunal to consider 
any appeal on any ground, vet J think it might 
be desirable to add a very short fifth paragraph 
to the Schedule in the following words :— 


“Persons found by the tribunal to be con- 
scientious objectors may be exempted by the 
tribunal from all or any of the obligations 
imposed by the Ordinance.” 


Lam not saying it is necessary, Your Excel- 
Tency. because it is already dealt with, but it 
might be desirable. 


[lis EXCELLENCY: [fit is not nece I don't 
think it is desirable to bring to general notice 
that conscientious objectors are freed from all 
obligations under this Ordinance. 


THE HON. THE ACTING ATTORNEY-GENERAL: 
In that case I withdraw the suggestion. 


On the motion of the HON. THE CHIEF 
SECRETARY the Council adjourned at 1.20 p.m.

THE HON. THE ACTING ATTORNEY-GENERAL: 
Your Excellency, I have now re-drafted

THE CouRTS (EMERGENCY PowERs) BILL. 


THE HON. THE ACTING ATTORNEY-GENERAL 
moved the introduction and first reading of a 
Bill entitled an Ordinance to confer on Courts 
certain powers in relation to remedies in respect 
of the non-payment of money and the non- 
performance of obligations (including powers in 
relation to bankruptey and winding up proceed- 
ings), and to make provision for purposes 
connected with the matters aforesaid. 


Seconded, put and carried, and the Bill was 
read a first time. 


THe Ton. THE ACTING ATTORNEY-GENERAL 
moved that the Bill be read a second time and 
considered in Committee. 


He said: The objects of the Bill can be stated 
very shortly. The Bill is exactly similar to an 
Act which was passed in the United Kingdom 
last year and has the object of relieving persons 
who are unable to discharge their contractual 
obligations owing to the outbreak of war. It 
may often happen that aman who has agreed 
to deliver certain articles at a certain time has 
been prevented from doing so owing to the out- 
break of war. That is the most common cise. 
In such a case it is competent for the Court 
under this Bill to prevent the person to whom 
he had contracted to deliver these goods from 
proceeding to judgment in the usual way if it is 
satisfied that the failure of the defendant is due 
not to his own fault but to the outbreak of war. 


Seconded, put and carried, and the Bill was 
read a second time.

THE DISEASES OF ANIMALS (AMENDMENT) BILL. 


THE HON. THE ACTING ATTORNEY-GENERAL 
moved the introduction and first reading of a 
Bill entitled an Ordinance to amend the Diseases 
of Animals Ordinance. 


Seconded, put and carried, and the Bill was 
read a first time. 


THE HON. THE ACTING ATTORNEY-GENERAL 
moved that the Bill be read a second time and 
considered in Committec. 


He said: The object of this Bill is, very 
shortly, to make arrangments for the payment 
of dipping fees for cattle into a central fund. 
The fund will be administered in this way. The 
fees will be paid to the Native Authority who 
will retain one-quarter and the remainder will 
be paid over to a central fund in charge of 
trustees. At the present time the law does not 
enable this to be done. This Bill is toadd to 
the very long list of things which may be done 
by the Governor-in-Council by Regulation so as 
to enable this fund to be set up. 


Seconded, put and carried, and the Bill was 
read a second time.

THE TOWNSHIPS (AMENDMENT) BILL. 
THR HON. THE FINANCIAL SECRETARY moved 


the introduction and first reading of a Bill : 


entitled an Ordinance to amend the Townships 
Ordinance. 


Seconded, put and carried, and the Bill was 
read a first time. 


THE HON. THE FINANCIAL SECRETARY moved 
that the Bill be read a second time. 


He said: The object of this Bill is briefly 
described by the Honourable the Acting Attorney- 
General in his statement of “Objects and 
Reasons.” Section 82 (2) of the Townships 
Ordinance at present requires the Governor to 
approve of the expenditure of all Town Councils. 
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! of Town Councils. 


This is regarded as unnecessary and the Bil 
now before Council empowers the Governor to 
delegate that responsibility to other suitable 


! persons. 


Section 34 of the Ordinance at present requires 
the Government Auditor to audit the accounts 
In these days the Auditor’s 
staff has been depleted and the remaining staff 
are required for more urgent duties. It is 
thought, therefore, that the time has come when 
the anditing of Town Councils’ accounts should 
be entrusted to private auditors. 


THE Hox. P. W. SKERRETT: Before this Bill 
passes the second reading | would like to state 
that I believe the Municipalities are fully agreed 
as regards the main object of the Bill, that is 
that they should provide auditors for them- 
selves. It is, I believe, quite common practice, 
and in some of the larger townships a poll is 
taken among the ratepayers to decide who shall 
be the auditors. There is, however, one amend- 
ment which we do not quite see eye to eye 
with as it stands. Section 33 of the original 
Ordinance reads, “The Council shall provide 
itself with and keep such proper books of 
account as the Government Auditor may 
require.” The amendment is that the word 
“Government” shall be deleted and the section 
will then read “and keep such proper books of 
account nas the Auditor may require.” The 
municipalities feel that that is rather giving 
to the Auditor arbitrary powers. It might be, 
in certain circumstances, that an auditor may 
be appointed and although our books have been 
and are being kept in accordance with the 
approval and desires of the Government he—if 
this were literally interpreted--could say, “ No, 
I don’t want those books kept in that way; they 
should be kept in this way,” and we should then 
have no option but to keep them as he may 
think fit. Also, that is not really an auditor's 
proper function. An auditor should satisfy 
himself that the books which he is auditing 
give a proper and true account of their trans- 
actions. We would like the word “ Government” 
kept in. We should then see that the books 
are kept in accordance with the approval of the 
Government. I should like to move that the 
word “Government” be retained but that the 
word “ Auditor” be deleted. 


His EXCELLENCY: May I ask you to vary 
your amendment in one small particular. The 
retention of the word “ Government” and the 
deletion of the word “ Auditor” leaves it to an 
uncertain and undefined body to approve the 
books of the Council. I defy anybody to define 
accurately what is meant by the word “ Govern- 
ment”. It is a word frequently used to take 
my name in vain: it is frequently used to avoid 
taking my name in vain. I would be prepared 
to suggest to the Honourable Member, if it is 
not an inapposite suggestion, and if the regula- 


! tions so allow, that the whole clause should be 


deleted and it should be left to the Council to 
decide as to their method of keeping their 
accounts. 


THE Hon. P. W. SKERRETT: I have a rough 
draft of an alternative suggestion. ‘‘The 
Council shall then provide itself with and keep 
such proper books of account as the Council, 
with the approval of Governinent, may require ” 


His EXcELLENCY : Yes, with the substitution 
of “ Governor” for “Government”. Subject to 
the views of my financial advisers. such a clause 
goes a long way towards the object which I had 
in view in supporting the introduction of this 
Bill, which is to devolve more and more to these 
unpaid township bodies responsibility for the 
‘conduct of affairs in their own country. Delega- 
tion of the Governor's powers is not entirely to 
relieve the Governor of work. It is in pur- 
suance of the principle which I hold very strongly 
that if you set up any form of local government 
you should give it as full powers as is possible 
within the framework of the local govern- 
ment law. That is, 1 think, what is in your 
mind, Mr. Financial Secretary ? 


THE HON. THE FINANCIAL SECRETARY: You 
suggest, Sir, that the word ‘ Governor” should 
take the place of the word “Government”. 
I would suggest the addition of “ or any person 
deputed by him” after the word “Governor”. 
Otherwise it would have to come to you. 


His EXCELLENCY: I agree. Do you see any 
difficulties in the way, Mr. Attorney-General ? 


THE HON. THE ACTING ATTORNEY-GENERAL: 
No, Sir. Perhaps the Honourable Member would 
let me have his amendment in writing. 


THE HON. THE FINANCIAL SECRETARY'S 
motion for the second reading of the Bill was 
seconded, put and carried, and the Bill was read 
a second time.

His EXcELLENCY: I want just to add to the 
Honourable the Financial Secretary's remarks 
on Clause 4. Although this matter was brought 
to notice owing to the more urgent duties of the 
Government Auditor, the clause was introduced 
in pursuance also of a principle and not merely 
as a matter of convenience. I feel that in 
principle wherever local self-government has been 
inaugurated Government should encourage such 
local bodies to run their own shows. 
like to make that quite clear.

His EXCELLENCY: I notice an odd thing in 
the Ordinance. It states that the expenditure 
of the Board “shall be controlled by the Board 
subject to the approval of the Governor-in- 
Council.” I rather feel that that “ Governor- 
| in-Council” has crept in by mistake or perhaps 
as a result of the inflexible principle that 
nothing shall be left to the Governor himself. 
It seems to me, Gentlemen, that we are wasting 
time when we submit the accounts of these tiny 
| little boards to the Governor-in-Council. We 
are getting away from the principle of trying to 
train these people in the conduct of their own 
affairs. [ suggest that there might be room for 
an amendment in that regard. A Sanitary 
Bourd is very often waiting to spend £5 to 
prevent a meat market from falling down, and 
so much time is spent in getting the papers 
through to the Governor through his Council 
that the meat market has fallen down in the 
meantime. I am just wondering if one would 
be doing somcthing very unconstitutional in 
using this amending Bill to delete this from the 
Ordinance. 


THE HON. THE ACTING ATTORNEY-GENERAL: 
It can quite easily be done, Sir. I move that 
paragraph («) of Clause 2 be deleted and shall 
now read :—

THE HON. THE ACTING ATTORNEY-GENERAL 
moved that the Bill be read a second time and 
considered in Committee. 


He said: This Bill arises partly out of the 
transference of the Registrar-General's work and 
that of the Registrar of the High Court to the 
Lands Officer. In looking through the accounts 
of the Official Receiver (which the Lands Officer 
is ex officio) it has been ascertained that a great 
deal of unnecessary labour and time would be 
i saved if the present provision in the part of the

Bankruptey Ordinance which deals with the 
Official Receiver could be altered so as to provide 
that instead of keeping the monies of a bankrupt 
with a prescribed bank they can be kept with 
the Accountant-General. No veal hardship 
would be inflicted on any bank, in fact the 
Manager of the bank concerned has agreed to 
this alteration in the law. 


Seconded, put and carried, and the Bill was 
read a second time.

Seconded, put and carried, and the Bill was 
read a first time. 


THE HoN. THE ACTING ATTORNEY-GENERAL 
moved that the Bill be read a second time and 
considered in Committee. 


He said: The object of the Bill can be stated 
very shortly. There is very little new in it 
because it replaces the present existing Section 
19 of the European Officers’ Pensions Ordinance 
in very much the same terms, but it now 
follows a model Ordinance submitted by the 
Secretary of State to most Governments a few 
years ago. The only new feature is sub-clause 
(4). Hitherto there has been some doubt as to 
whether an officer proceeding to or from leave 
ean be considered to be on duty if he were, say. 
drowned owing to enemy action. This sub- 
clause makes it clear that he is on duty. T may 
mention that it does not affect the position of 
an officer’s dependants as far as the Widows 
and Orphans Pensions Ordinance is concerned. 


Tub Hon. W. Tair BowlreE: I intend to move 
in Committee that proviso (A) in clause 2. be 
deleted and (B) and (C) become respectively (A) 
and (B).
